I receive .fame 
degree of mortificadon from eveity agreeable 
iioveky,'or pleafmg prdfpeft by the refle-* 
ftion of your having founhtckily oaiffed the.

you. If you were with me in. this town,, 
you would :^ be .ready, to expeft to recdye 
vifits from your . Nottingham feiends. No. 
two places were. iever more refembling; one 
has but ito give the Maefe the name of the- 
Trent, and there is no distingnifhing the 
pofpeft. The houfes, like-thofe of Not- 
tingham, are built one above another^ and 
are intermixed in the fame mantiec ^ith.

^vhich tbece is a tower * ' very dcferyedJy 
calted Ahe Belvidera , where people . go W

£neft prolpefts ia the wprld. Ther public 
^valks liave no great beauty, but the thick 
fbade of the trees, which is folemnly dei 
tighytfuL But I muft not forget to takef.; no- 
tice of the bridge, whieb appeared very fur* 
pxiOng to me. It is large enough to hold 
hundreds of men, with horfes and carria* 
ges. They give the value of an Englifh 
two-pence to get upon* it, and then away 
they go, bridge and all, to the other fide 
of the river, with fo flow amotion, one ij 
hardly fenfible of any at all. I was yefter- 
<iay at the French church, and ftared very 
much at their mantier of fervice.. The par- 
fon clapped ,on a broad-brimmed hat in the 
£rQ: places which gave him .entirely tbe ^if 
of what d'ye call him, in Bartholoijiew 
feir , which he kept up- by . extraordinary 
smtie geftures, and pres^^hing muc^ foch ftafi]r 
as the other talked to the puppets,. « Ho^^ 
ever, the congregation . feeu^ed to reci^v9^ it 
with great devotion; and I w^s info^nf^ bj^ 
fome . of bis flock , that he is a perfon of^-parr^ 
tlcolar fame amoogfl: them, I believe ^ -bj;

are. In the firft., iittte appears an air of 
commerce jand plenty. The ftreets are well 
built, .and.'f«U of people, neatly and plain* 
ly drelTed. '^ :Tfae fhops are loaded with mer- 
diftndH*e, and^tba'commonidty 'are clean and 
dieerfal. / In ther othen , you fee a fort of 
fhabby.^finevy, .a number of /dirty people d0 
quatty towdered oiit^ aasraw nafty ftreets'

out of rifepaii- , 'wretchedly Aim "rf Inhabi- 
tants, and above^ half of the common fort 
afking alms. I, cannot help fiMic3ring one 
under, the figure of a clean Diifch citizen's 
wife, and the other like a poor town lady 
of pleafura, painted and ribbon^ oat in her 
Iiead-drels, with tamifhed filverlaced fhoes, 
a liagged Under-pettieoat, amiferable mixture 
6f vke and povertjr. r*^ ^ They haVe fumt)* 
tiiary law8\in this town, which difiinguini 
Aeir rank by their dreis, prevent the exce&' 
Which ruins ' fomairy* other cities, and ha» 
i more agreeable effeft to the ^ye oP a 
flrahger, than our fafhidns. I nibed not be 
afhamed to owti, that I wif h thde lawa^ 
were in force in othet parts of the . world.

Jutcfiens, &c. Th^ are rowed by twelve 
men eaefa, ^nd move MP^di -fudi incredible 
fwiftnefe^. that: in the fame day >oa have 
Ihe plealbre of a vaft: variety of profpefla, 
and, within the (pace of a few hours, >ou 
liave the pleafitre of ferin;; a populous city 
Mdomed with magnUic«ftt pahices » and the 
moft romantic fotitndes, which. appear diiknt 
from the commerce of mankind » the^bank$ 
4)f the Djmube ' beltig charmingly diverfified 
With woods , .rocks , mountains covered \\ ith 
Yines, fields of com, large cities, and ruing 
of ancient caiUes. I faw the great tow ns of 
PaiTau and lintz, famous for the retreat of 
the imperial court, >xhen Vienna was befieg- 
cd. This town, which faais the honour of 
being the emperor's refidehce, did not at all 
anf^^er my expeftatibn , nor ideas of ifc^ 
beittg much lefs than I expe6led to find it; 
Hie firec^ aie very clofe, a&d fo narrow^ 
B a ontt 



one cannot ohfeve the fine fronts of. the 
•palaces, though.: ihany of thfm very Avell 
iileferve obfervation, being truly magnificent. 
They are built of fine white ftone, and are 
7«xceffively high.. ?For as the town is too 
little for the mapiber erf the people that de- 
fire to live in .it, the hailderfi feem to have 
projefted to. repair,. that inisfortane, by. clap- 
ping one town- on the top of another, moft 
t>f the houfes.ibeingofiive, and fome of them 
^ -fix ftories. Yoa ,may eaiily imagine , that 
the ftreets being fa. narrow, the rooms are 
extremely dark, and , what js an incotive- 
niency much more intolerable, in my opini- 
on , there is no houfe has fo few as five or 
iix families in it. The apartments of t^e 
greateft ladies, and even of the minifters ciE 
^hte, are divided, but by a partition, from 
diat of a taylofor fhoemaker, .and I know 
DO body that has above two. floors in any 
lioufe , one for their own ufe, and one 
liigher for their fervants. Thofe that, have 
boufes of their own, let out the refl of 
Ihem to whoever will take them, and thus 
the great flairs, (which are all of ftone) 
are* as common and as dirty as the fireet 
Tis true , when you have once • travelied 
iiirough them,, nothing can be more fi^rprif- 
- . ingly 
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mgly magnificent than tlie apartnftents. They 
are connnonly a fuite of eight or ten large 
rccmnsy ail inlaid 9 the doors and windows 
richly carved and gilt ,- and the furniturcf, 
filch as is feldom feen hi the palaces of fo- 
vereign princes in other- countries. Their 
fipartments are adorned' ^ with hangings of 
the fineft tapeftry tjf 'Biriiflfeb , prodigious 
large lookiog-giidlies in iSlv^r frames , fine 
japad tables', beds , chairs l canopies , and 
window curtains of the richeft Genoa da- 
fsafk or velvet, almoft covered with gold 
lace or embroidery. All this is made gay 
by piftures , and vaft jars of japan china, 
and large luftres of rock chryftal. I have 
already had the honour of being invited to 
dinner by feveral of the firft people of qua- 
lity; and I muft do them the juftice to fay, 
the good tafte and magnificence of their 
tables, very well anfwered ;to that of their 
famiture. I have been more than once en- 
tertained with fifty difhcs of meat all fer- 
ved in filver, and well dreffed; the defert 
proportionable , ferved in the fineft {china. 
But the variety and richnefs of their wines; 
is what appears the moft furprifing. The 
conftant way is , to lay a lift of their names 
npon the plates of the guefts, along widi 
B 3 the 
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the napkins ; and I hfive coaoti^d feveral d-* 
ines to the nuqib^r of eigthe^i. diiTerenf: 
forts » all exquillte in their kinds. I was 
yefterday at Count. Schoonbouin, the vice- 
chancellor's garden; where I was juavited tO' 
dinner. I muft ^wn, ,1 never faw a place 
fo perfeftly delightful as the Fauxbpurg of 
Vienna. It is very lacge, and akneft whol- 
ly compofe4 of deU^oa$ palaces. If ^the 
, emperor found it proper to permit the gates 
of the town to be laid open ,. tibat the 
Fauxbourgs might be joined, to it, he would 
have one of the largeft and beft built cities 
in Europe. Couiit Schopnfepi^m's villa is 
Qne of the mpft tp^gnificent; the fumitare 
all rich brocades » So well fancied and fitted 
up» nothing can look more gay and fplfn- 
did; not to fpeak of a* g^ery,- full of ranU 
ties of coral, niother of pearl, apdj,^ through- 
out the whole houfe, a profuiion of gildings 
carving ,4 fine paintings, the moft besH^tifui 
porcelain, ftatueS of alabaft^r and ivory, smd 
vaft orange and lemon trees in gilt pots. 
The dinner was perfeftly fine and weU or- 
dered, and made ftiU more agreeable by the 
good humour of ,the count. I have not 
yet been at court, being forced to ftay for 
my gown^ jyitbQttt which there is no wait-

iiig oR.tl^ empreis; though I am not witli- 
pat great Impatience to fee a beauty that 
has been tlie admiration of fo many diffe^ 
rent nations. When I have bad that hono]u%

I 
came the 15th, ;vecy late- at night, -after a 
• ^ terrible 
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terrible joflrney , ia the worft roads and 
weath^ that' ever poor traveller fuffered. 
I have taken thisr Kttle fiitigue merely to 
oblige the' reigning emprefs , and carry i, 
meflage frocn her imperial majefty to the 
duchefs rf Blatikenbarg,- her mother, \vh(> 
is a princcfe of great addrefs and good breed-* 
ing, and may be ftill called a fine woman. 
It was fo late when I came to this town,' 
I did not tfiink it proper to diftm-b the duke 
and ducheft with the news of my arrival J

pernhaufen in all its beauty, but in fpite of 
the fiiQW , I thought the gardens very fine, 
I \vg$ p^rtipularly furprifed at the vaft num- 
ber pC pr^tige trees , much hM"ger llian my 
I have ever feen in England, though this 
climate is certainly colder. But 1 iiad more 
reafon tc^ wonder that night at the king's 
table, to .fe^ a prefent from a gend^man of 
this country, of two Jarge bafket* full of 
ripe oranges pndl lemons of di£Ferent forts, 
Ittany of which werc^ quite new to me; and 
what I thought ^prth ^1 the rell^ twa ripe 
9tnan^es, which, tp my taite, arQ a fiuit 
pferfeffly delicious. You know they are 
fiaturally the growth of Brazil , and I coal4 
not imagine how they came here, hut by 
enchantment Upon inquiry , I learnt that 
they have brought their ftpves to foch per- 
fe6i:ipn , they lengthen their fummer as long 
as they plerfe, giving tp every plant the 
4egree of heat it woul4 receive from t}i^ 
fun in iti native foil The effeft ts very

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near tbe fame; I am farprifed "we do not 
praftife in £ngland fo afefal an invention* 
This re^eftion leads ne'to confider our ob- 
ftinacy in f haking with cold , five months 
in the year, rather than make ufe of ftoves, 
v^hich ace certainly one of the greatell coa- 
vemeocies of life.

T AM now> dear fifter, to take leave of 
you fiat a long time, and of Vienna for 

ever J 
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ever ; dengning to-morrow i to b^gin my 
jour«f y through Hungary , in ^ite of the 
^j^celBveucold, and deep fnows, which are 
eDough .ito. damp a greater. cdu|?age*than I 
ani miftreis of. . But my principle of^) a f fi v e 
e b e d i c; n c e , carries me through every thing, 
I havf.had my audience of. leave, of the 
^prefs. His imperial majefty wa^ pleafcd 
to be prefent, when I waited ion the reign- 
ing emprefe ; and , after a. veiy obliging 
converfarion', both their imperial majefties 
invited, me to tafce 'Viemia in my road back; 
but 1 have no thoughts of enduring, o\^er 
again , fo .great a fntigue. I deHfvered * a let- 
ter . from the Duchefe of Blankedmrg* I 
ftayed but a few davsat that co<urt, though 
her highnefs pr^iTe^^me very much to ftay; 
and' when 1 left her, engaged me to write 
to her. I wrote you a long letter from 
thence , which I hope you have received, 
though you don't mention it; but I believe 
I forgot to t€& you bn^ ciJriofity' in all the 
German courts, which I cannot forbear tak- 
ing notice of: AUxtbe prifiees keep favou- 
rite dwarfs. The emperor and emprefs have 
two of tide little monftfcrs, as ugly as de- 
vils, e5>eciaHy the feoiale:; 'but they arie ^I 
bedaubed'. \^ith di^oBds, and. ftacd at her 

maje- 
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majefty'd elbow., in all public places. The 
duke of Wolfenbattle has one, and tiie du- 
chefs of Blankenburg Ms not without hers^ 
but indeed the moft proportionable I ever 
&w. I am told the king of Denmark has 
fo br improved upon this Mtion, Chat his 
dwarf is his chief., mtnifter/ . I can alfign 
no reafon for tjieir fondoefs for thefe pieces 
of deformity, ^but the ppiflion all the abfo- 
lute prioces have, that it is below, them to 
converfe with- the reft of mankind; and not 
to be quite alone , they are forced to leek 
their companions among the refufe of 'iig- 
nian nature, thefe creatures being ti^e only 
part of their court priviledged cp tall? freely 
to them. I am at prefent confined to my 
chamber by a ^fore. throat ; «id am really 
glad of the excufe, to avoid feeing people, 
that I love well enough, to be very much 
mortified when I think I am going to part 
with them for ever. Tis true , the Auftrians 
are not commonly the moft polite people 
in the world,, nor* the moft agreeable. But 
Vienna is inhabited by all natiops , and I 
had formed to myfelf a little fociety of fuch 
as werc^ perfi96lly to my own tafte.

^Jl T length, dear lifter, I am fafely arrtv* 
^^ ed, with, all my ftmily, in good healthi 
at Peterwaradin ; having fuffered lb litde 
from the rigour of the feafon, agafeift vMch 
we were well i^ovicted by furs , and found 
iiich. tolerable accomniodation every where, 
by the care of fending before, that I can 
hardly forbear laughing, when I recollect 
all the frightful ideas that were giv^ me of 
this journey. - Thefe, I fee, were wholly 
owing to the tendeme(s of my Vienna friends^ 
and their defire of keeping me with them 
for this winten Perhaps it will not be dit 
agreeable to you , to give . a fhort journal 
of my journey , being through a country 
entirely unknown to yoo, and very little 
pajQTed; even by the Hungarians themfelves^ 
^ . . who 



%!id genehify chute to take the conVeniea- 
cy of going down the Danube. We Ijave 
had the bleffing of being favoured with 
finer weather than is tomtpoh at this time 
of the year; though the fndw was fo deep, 
'we wer6 obliged to have our own coaches 
fined upon traineaUs, which move fo fwift 
and fo eafily, 'tis by fer the moft agreea* 
bte manner of trivelliirig poft, W6 came 
to Rsisbf the fecond day fr*m Vienna , da 
the fevehteenth inftaht*, wlvere Mr. W— ^ 
fending Word of our arrival tb »thte gover- 
nor, the beft hoUfe in the town was pro- 
vided fbt tiSi the garrifon 4)ut under arms, 
a guard ordered at our doorv and all odidr 
honours paid to us. * Thfe'goveriior, and all 
other officers immediately Waited on Mr. 
W-— i-> to know if there Was any thing; 
to be dond for his fervicd; The bif hop' of 
temefwar catne to vifit tiisj with great ci- 
Vility , dameftly pt<effing us to dine with 
him next day; which we refufing, as being 
i^efolved td pUrfu6 our journey ^ he fent ms 
feveral bafkfets Of winter fhiit, and a great 
Variety of Hungarian Wines, with a young 
hind juft killi^d. TJhlS is -a prelate of gre* ., 
power in this country > of the ancient feml- 
ty of Nadafti, fo confiderable for many age^i 
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in this kingdom. He is a very polite, 
agreeable, cheerful old man, wearing the 
Hungarian habit, with a venerable white 
beard down to his girdle. — Raab is a ftrong 
town , well garrifoned and fortified , and 
was a long time the frontier town between 
the Turkifh and German empires. It has 
its name from the River Rab , on which 
it is fituated^ jnft on its meeting with the 
Danube, in an open champaign country. 
It was firft taken by the Turks, under the 
command of baffa Sinan, in the reign of 
fultan Amurath HI. jn the year fifteen hun- 
dred and ni»ety torn. The governor being 
fuppofed to have l?etrayed it, was afterwards 
beheaded by the' entperor's command* The 
counts of Sch,warzenburg and Palfi retook it 
by furprife, 1598:; fince which time it has 
remained m the hands^ of the Germans, 
though the Turks once more attempted to 
gain it by ftratagem in 1643. The cathe- 
dral is large and well built, which is all I 
faw remarkable in the town. Leaving Co- 
:mora on the other fide the river, w;e went 
the eighteenth to Nofmuhl, a fmall village, 
where, however, we made fhift to find to^ 
lerable acconunodation. We continued two 
days travelling bet>yeen this place ^d Buda, . 

through 
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through the fineft plains in the world, as 
even as if they were paved, and extreme- 
ly fruitful; but for the moft part defert and 
uncultivated, laid wafte' by the long wm-s 
between the Turk and the Emperor ; and 
the more -cruel civil war, occafioned by 
the barbarous perfecution of the proteftaot 
religion by the emperor Leopold. That 
prince has lefk behind him the charafter 
of an extraordinary piety , and was natal-'' 
rally of a mild merciful temper; bat,, pat-; 
ting his confcience into the hands of a Jefuit, 
be ^ more cruel and treacherous to his 
poor Hungarian fubjedls , than ever the* 
Turk has been to the Chriftians; breaking, 
without icruple, his coronation oath , aad^ 
his £uth , folemnly given ih many public 
treaties. Indeed, nothing can be more me- 
lancholy than in travelling through Hungary^ 
to refleft on the former flourifbing ftate of 
that kingdom , and to fee fuch a noble fpot 
of earth almbft uninhabited; Such are al(a 
the prefent circumftances of Buda, where 
We arrived very early the twenty-fecond, 
once the royal feat of the Hungarian kings, 
whofe palace (here was reckoned one of thf 
nioft beautifal buildings of the age , now 
Wholly deftro]^, no part of the town hav- 
F 3 ing 
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ing been repaired fince* the laft fiege, but 
the fortifications and the caftle, which is tbe. 
'prefent refidence of die governor general 
Ragale, an oJBper of great pjerit. He came 
immediately ta fee us , and carried ns 
in his coach to bis houfe , where I was. 
received by hb'lady, with all poifibje civi-. 
lity, and magnificently, cntertainied. This 
city is fltoated upDti a little hill pn the (bath 
fwie of the Damibe*' The caftle is mach 
higher than, the town, and. from, it the pro-. 
Ipeft is very Boble. Without the ,w4lls ly 
a vaft- number of little hoitfe^, or rather; hots,, 
that tJiey- call the Raician town, bedpg al- 
togeth^ inhabited by thajfc people. The 
governor aSured me , it would fornifh 
twelve thoufand fighting men. Thefe towns 
look very oddj their houfes ftand in rows,, 
many thoufands of them fo clofe. together,^ 
that thoy appear, at a little, diftanee, like 
old-faChioned thatched tentsu They Confifl^. 
every one of them , of one hovel above^ 
and another under ground; thefe. are their 
fiimmer and winter apartments* Bud^ was 
firft taken by.Solymati. the Magnifi<fent, in. 
1526, and loft the following year to Ferdi- 
nand' I. king of Bohemia. Solyman regain- 
I5d it by the treachery of tii^» gurciibo, and 

volun- 
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▼ohitttarffy 'gave \it into the hands of king 
John of Hungary; after whofe death, hi^ 
fim beuig an tn&nt , Ferdinand laid iiege to 
it, and the queen motfe^r was forced to cal 
Solyman to her aid. He indeed raifed the 
fiegej but left a Toritifh garrifon in the 
town, and ccunaianded her to remove her 
court from; thence, which fhe- was forced 
to fabmitto, in 1541. It refifted afterwards 
the fieges laid to it by the marquis of &al^ 
deobiug, ia the year 1542; count Schwar- 
senbarg, in 1598; General Rofworm , in 
i6oa; and the duke of Lorrain, commander 
of the emperor's forces, in 1684, to whom 
it yidded, in 1686, after an* obftinitte de- 
fence, Apti Baffa, the .governor, being kif- 
led, fighting in the breach with a Roman 
bravery. The lofs. of this town was fy iniw 
poitant^ and G> much refented by the Turkst 
that it occafioned the depoftng of theit em!^ 
peror Mahomet IV. the year f&llowmg. -^

We did not proceed on our journey titt 
*e twenty-third, when we paffed through 
Adam. and. Todowar , both' eonflderiible 
towns, when in the hands of the Turks, 
but now quite ruined. The Remains how- 
ever, of fome TurkiCh towftfi^, Aew fome-

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thing of what they have been. This part 
gf the country is very much. Overgrown 
'^ith wood, and little freqaemted, 'Tis in-. 
credible wbat vaftgjiambers of wiid%fowl 
we faws which oft^n live here to a good 
old age, — and undifturb'd by^ons, in 

qiliet fleep. We came the .five and 

twentieth ,. to Mohatch, and w^re fhewed 
th^ field nea? it, wh?re Lewis, the young 
king qf Hwngary, Ipft hi§ army and Ms Kfe, 
^ing drowned ia :a ditch , trying to fly from 
Balybeus, general of Solyman the Magnifi- 
cent. This battle opened th^ firft paffagc 
for the Turks into the heart of Hungary, 
«*- I don't nam^ tq you the little vills^es, 
of which I call iay qothing remarkable; bat 
{^11. alTure yoa, I have always found a warm 
fiove^ and great, plenty , particularly of wild 
Iboar, veoiTon, and all kinds of gibien The 
few peqple that inhabit Hungary ,; live ea- 
fily enpttgh; they have no money, but th^ 
woods and plains afford them ^proyifipn ^in 
great abundance ; they were ordered to. give 
US ail, things necel&ry, even what horfei 
we pleafed to deipand, gratis; but Mr. 
W — y wppld- not opprefs the poor country 
people, J^y ,9iaking ufe of this order, and 
always/ pidd them to the full worth of what 

we 
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we had. They were fo furprifed at this 
anexpeded generofity, which they are very 
litde ufed to, that they always preffed upon 
us, at parting, a dozen of fat pheafants, 
or fomething of that fort , for a prefent. 
Their drcfs ia very primitive, being only a 
plain fheep*8 fkin, and a cap and boots of 
the (ame ftoff. You may eafily imagine 
this lafb tllem many winters, and thus they 
have very litde occafion for money. Tlie 
twenty fixth, wp palTed'Over the frozen Da- 
nube, with ail our equipage and carriages. 
We met on the other fide general Veterani, 
who invited fus, with great civility, to pafi 
the night at a little caftle of his , a few 
miles off, aiToring us we flhould have a very 
hard day's journey to reach EflTek. This we 
found but too true, th'e' woods - being very 
dangerous , and fcarce paffable , from the 
vaft quantity ci wolves that hoard in them. 
We came, however, fiife, though late, to 
Eilek, where we flayed a day, to difpatch 
a courier with letters to the balTa of Bel- 
grade 5 and I took that opportunity of feeing 
the town, which is not very large, but 
fair built, and weli fortified. This was a 
town of great trade, very rich and populous, 
yvhetx in the hajjds of the Turks. It is fitua-

^ OD tbe Drave, v^hicb ntns into ttie Da- 
nube. The bridge vas efteemed one of tbe 
moft extraordinary in tbe .worlds being

^fbes by count Lefly, x68S> but was again 
repaired and fortified hy the ToriEs, wfao^ I 
liowever ^ abandoned it in 1687, General I

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LETTER XXIV.

T DID verily intend to write you a long 
letter from Peterwaradin, where I expeft- 
ed to ^y three or four days; 'but the ba& 
fa here was ia fiich hafte to fee us > that he 
difpatched the courier ^ back , which Mr* 

W had fent to know the time he would 

fend the convoy to meet us , without fuffer- 
ing bim to pidl off his boots. My letters 
were not thought important enough to ftop 
our journey ; and we left Peterwaradin the 
next day, being waited on by the chief 
oiEcers of the garrifon, and a coniiderable 
convoy of Germans^ and Rafcians. The em- 
peror has feveral re^ments c^ theia people; 
but, to fay the truth, they are rather 
plunderers than foldiers; having no pay, and 
being obliged to fumifh their own arms 
and hor&s; they rather look like vagabond 
gypfies , or ftout beggars , than regular 
troops. I cannot forbear Q)eaking a word 
of this race of creatures, who are very nu* 

meroui 
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meroiis all over Hungary. ^They have a 
patriarch of their own at Grand Cairo, and 
are really of the Greek churAj but their 
extreme ignorance gives their priefts bcca- 
iGon to impofe feveral neV notions upon 
them. Thefe fellows letting their hair and 
. jbear^ grow inviolate, make exaftly the figure 
bf the Indian bramins. They are heirs-gene- 
ral to all the money of the laity^ for which, 
in returrt, they give them formal pafli)ortS 
fign^d and fealed for heaven ; and th6 wives 
and children only inherit the houfe and rtitde. 
In moll bthef points they follow the Greek 
chutch. — ^ This littld digreffion has in- 
terrilpted my telling you we paflfed over 
the fields of Cartowitz, where the laft great 
Viftory was obtained by prince Etigine over 
the Turks. The marks of that glorious bloo- . 
dy day are yet recent, the field being yet 
ftrfewed with the fkulls and carcafes of tin- 
burred n^'en, horres,'and camels. I Could 
not look, without horror, on fiich lumbers 
of mangled humati bodies, nor without re- 
flefting on the injuftice of ^ar j that makes 
tnurder not only neceflat-y but nleritbrioos. 
Nothing feems to be a plainer proof of the 
irrationality bf mankind, whatever fin6 
claims we prttend to reafon> thjan the rag6

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With >9irhich we conteft for a finall i^ot of 
ground, wlien fach vaft parts of fruitful eardi 
lie quite umnfaabited. 'Tis true> cuilom has 
now made it unavoidable; but can there be 
a greater demonftratiofii of want of reafon,i 
than a cuftom being firmly eftablifhed, fo 
plainly contraiy to the intereft of man in ge* 
neral? I am a good deal inclined to b^evd 
Mr. Hobbs, that the ftate of nature is a 
ftate. of war; but thence I conclude bomatr 
nature , not rational , if the Word reafoa 
means common fenfe^ as I fuppofe it does. 
I have a great many admirable arguments 
to fiipport this refleflionj I won^t how* 
ever trouble you with them, but return, in 
a plain ftyle, to the hiftory of my travels* 

We wefe met at Betfk6, a village h% 
the midway between Belgrade, and Peter* 
Waradin> by an aga of the janizaries, with 
a body of Turks > ^ exceeding the Germans^ 
by one hundred men, tho' the baiTa had 
en^ed to fehd exaftly the fame number* 
You may judge by this of their fears. I 
am really perfuaded , that they hardly 
thought the odds of one hundred tnen ftt. 
them even with the Germans; howeveif, I 
was very uneafy tiU they were parted> 
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fesiring fotne quarrel might arife^ tiob]irith» 
ftatyling the parole given* Vfe came late 
tD Belgrade^ the deep fnovv;s making the 
afcent to it very difficult It feems a ftrong 
city; fortified on the eaft fide by tije Da^ 
jiube; and on the fouth, by the river Save, 
and was formerly the barrier of Hungary* 
It viras firft taken by Solyman the Magnifi* 
cent, and fince, by the emperor*s forces, 
led by the elector of Bavaria* The empe* 
ror held it only^two years, it being retak- 
en by the grand vizien It is now forti* 
fied with the utmoft care add f kill the Turks 
are capable of , and ftre^gthe^ed by H very 
numerous garrifon of their braveft. janizaries ; 
commanded by a bsifla fetafkier, !• e. ge* 
neral, though t^^is Igft.expreffiott is not ve- 
ry juft; for, to fay truth, the ferafkier is 
commanded by the janizaries* Thefe troops 
have an abfolute authority here, and tfaeiK 
condu3: carried much more the a{^6i: <tf re* 
hellion, than the appearance of fubordina- 
tion. You may judge of this by tbfe follow- 
ing ftory, which, at the lame time^ Will 
give you an idea of the admirable intelli'^ 
gence of the governor of Peterwaradin, 
though fo few hours dilhttt. We were 
told by him at Peterwaradin, that the garri*

They 
took it isax> tshdf headd^ from that mild- 
beis i tbitt: he Hd intelligence widi the 
enemy ) and ient fdch informatton to the 
grand, figriioi* at Adrtatiople ; btit^ tttdreifl 
not oodabg' ^ck endii;^ from thence > they 
afieinbled chendelved in a tumalmous rnaOh 
iier^ and by force dragged theiif baffa be^ 
fore die cadi and fctiufti^ and there demand- 
ed juftice.in 9 mutinous way; one crying 
out;» Why hesproteftedthe infidels? Ano* 
tber* Wby he fqueezed them of their »«• 
bey V Tbe baffa eafily gueffing their purpofe> 
fifitnly replied to them^ that they, afked

You>may ima^ne, I cannot be very 
eafy iti'^ town which-is really 'rnider' the go^ 
ivemmtentof an infplent foldiery^ -^ We ex- 
pefted to' be immediattiy difniiiTed, . after 
a nighfs lodging .here; but Ae baffa detains 
«s till he receives orders from AdrianopI^ 
which may/ poiiibly, be -a li^onth a-ooming. 
In the mean time, we am lodged in one 
of the heft houfes,. belonging to a very con* 
jGidei'able man amongft them, and have a 
whole chamber, .of i janizaries to goard us* 
My only diverfion is the converiatton of our 
hoft; Achmet fieg^, a title fomediing like

of them, and I was alnioft in tears evwy 
day , to fee their infolencies in the poor 
viUage3 through which we paffed. — After 
feven days travelling through thicK woods, 
we came to Niffa, once the capital of Ser- 
via, fituated in a fine plain on the river 
NilTava, in a very good air, and fo fruit- 
ful a foil, that the great plenty is hardly 
credible, I was certainly affured, that the 
quantity of wine laft vintage was fo prodi- 
gious, that they were forced to dig holes 
in the earth to put it in, not having vef- 
fels 'enough in the town to hold iL The 
happinefs of this plenty is fcarce' perceived 
by the oppreffed people. I few here a new 
occafion for my compaflion. The wretches 
that had provided twenty waggons for 
our baggie from Belgrade hither for a cer- 
tain hire, being all fent back without pay- 
ment, fame, of their horfes lamed, and 
others killed, without any fatisfeftion made 
for them. The poor fellows came round 
the houftf weeping aqd tearing thehr hair 
mi beards in a mo& pitiful mamier , with-^ 
^ •/' '■• ' •■ ' out 
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out getdi^'any thing but drubs from the 
iQ^plent foldkrs. I cannot expreis (a your 
R. H. howmach 1 was mbved at; this fcene; 
I would have paid them the money ojit of 
my own pocket , with kll my heart ; . but 
it would onjy have been giving, fo much :to 
the aga, who woul^ have t^ken it from 
them without any remorfe. After fpur days 
journ^ from this place over the.. mountainSy 
we caibe to Sophia y fituated iq .a larg9: 
beaatifbl plain on the x^^t Ifca , and fur* 
rounded with diftant mountains. ./Tis bardiy. 
pofiible to fee a more agree^lci landfcape.. 
The city . itfel£ is very large and extrenaely, 
popolous. Here are hot batb^ , .very famous 
for their medicinal virtues*. t—.. Four d^ys- 
joumey fi:pm' hence we arrived at Philippo- 
pofis, after having paflfed the ridges 'betweea,. 
the mountains of Haemus. .and. Rhodbpe^. 
which are always covered with fnow. This 
town is fituated on a rifing ground, near the 
river Hebrus, and is almoft wholly inhabit- 
ed by Greeks; here are ftill fome ancient 
Chriftian churches. They have a bifhop; 
and feveral of the ricbeft, Greeks live here; 
but they are forced to conceal their wealth 
with great care, the appearance of pover- 
ty (which includes part of its inconvenien- 
G 4 f cies) 
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cies) being all their fecurity agmft feeling 
if in earneft. The country from bence fo 
Aclrjftnople , is the fineft. in the world. 
Vines grow ivUd on all t^e bills; and the 
perpetual fprUjg they enjoy makes every 
thing gay and floarifhing. But this climate, 
happy as it feems, c|n never be preferr^ 
to England 9 with all its fr(g^ and &owS| 
while W9 ar? Wefled with w eafy gOvern* 
ment, tmder $ king, who makes his owQ 
happinera confift itiJ^e liberty of his people, 
and chafes rather to be looked apon as their 
father than their mafter, — This thcroe 
would carry me very far» and I am feo^ 
fible I have already tired out your R, R 's 
patience. But my letter is in your handSi 
and you may mttke it as fhort as you pleafe,

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LETTER XXVI, 

T AM now got into a ^^ world, where 
every thing I fee,k appears to tne a 
change of fcene; and I write to yoor la* 
djrfhip widi fome content of mind, hoping, 
atleaft, that you will find the eharm of 
novelty in my letters y and no longer re- 
proach me, that I tell you nothing extraor* 
iinary. I worft ferottWe yma with a relatloti 
of our tedious journey; bat I muft not omit, 
^hat I fiiw rematkable at Sophia, one of 
the aoft beautiful towns in the Turidfh em« 
pire, and fiimous for its hot baths, that are 
reCbrted to 1>oth for diverfioh - and health. 
I ftopped here one day , oh pnrpofe td fee 
them; and, defiguing to go incognito I 
hu^ a Turkif h coach, Thefe voitures .are 
not at all like ours, but much more con- 
▼ement for the country, tht beat being fo 
great , that ^laiTes would be very trouble- 
fome. They are made a good deal in the 
maimer of the Dutch fti^e-oo«ehes, having 
G 3 wooden 
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wooden lattice' painted and gilded; the its- 
fide being aifo painted .with bafkets and 
nofegays of flowers, interoiixed commonly 
with little poetical mottos. They, are co- 
vered all over with fcarlet dQth » lined with 
filky and very often richly embroidered and 
fringed. This covering entirely hides the 
perfons in them;. but may be thrown hack 
at pleafure, and thus, permits the ladies to 
peep through the' lattices* They hold four 
people very conveniently, feated on cafbionSy 
but not rai&d. ' 

In. one of thofe covered waggons, I 
went to the bagnio abpat ten o*clock. It 
was aUready fiill of .women. It is built of 
ftone; in the fhape of a dome, with no wip- 
dows but in the roof, which gives light 
enough. There' were five of tbefe domes 
joined tc^etker, the ontmoft being lels than 
the reft, and ferving only as a hall, where 
the portrefs ftood at the door. Ladies of 
quality generally .give this woman a crown 
or ten fhillingp; and I did not forget that 
ceremony. The next room is a very large 
one;, paved with marble, and all round 
it are two raifedfofsts of marble, one above 
another. . .Xtl^e were four fountaips of cold 
y water 
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winter in this room,' Ming firffi into marble 
bafons , and then running on the floor in 
Me channels made for that purpofe/ which - 
carried tb« fireams into Ijbe nexit room, folne- 
thing left thaif this , with ^the fame fort 
of marble (bfas, but fo hot with fteams of 
falphur proceeding from the baths joining 
to it, 'twas impoffible to toy thci^ with 
one's doaths on. The two other domes 
\s^eiie the hot batbs, one of \lrhfc1i had cocks 
of cold wat»r turfainig into- it, to temper 
k to wlfit degree* of warmth the bathers 
pleafed to haTa . . 

I WAS in my travelling habit, wfech id 
a riding dre(s, and certainty appeared very 
extraordinary to them. Yet there was not 
one of them that fhewed the leaft furprifb 
or impertinent curiofity , but received me . 
with all the obliging civility poffible. I 
know no European court , where the ladies 
would have behaved themfelves in fo polite , 
a manner to fuch a (h-anger. I believe, 
upon the whole, there were two hundred 
women , and yet none of thofe difflamful 
finiles , and fatirical * wfiilpws , that never 
fail in our affemWies, when any body ap- 
peari th^t is not drcffed eiaajy in the fk-

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Mtht iBdki fifiltbe moft deUMe fttfiod a&d 
iioeft ffaapesy (wd the greateft ffaare of my 
adffliratioti^ thaikgh their &cer were fome^ 
times le& beaoiifql tban fhofe of their com- 
panldBS. To teU jon the trath , I had 
\i^ickedfie& '^ciioQgb , to wifb' fecredy that 
Mr. GervM could have beeti there invifiUe. 
I fancy It sMoid have very, much improved 
bis art, ta Csm {0 many fine womeii naked* 
ib di^Ssrent poftnres^ fome- m conv.^atio])» 
fofiie workings 'Others drinking coffee or 
fberbet, and'many negligently Ijring on their 
cafbkms 9' w{^ ti^Klr flares (generally pretty 
girls of ^bvemeetiv -^t ^^ighteeh) were em- 
ployed in braiding their hair in fev«al pret- 
ty ikhcies. In fhort, *tis the womens cof- 
fee.honfe^ wiverb all: fiie news of tlie town 
is toki , fi^ndal ' invented^ *&c.* --i— ' They 
genendiy tA^ this diverfioo ooce a weei^ 
and ftay tliere at leaft four jot five, hontgp 
without ^^ttifig told by immediate coming 
out of the Jiot l^atk into die ccAd roon^ 
which was very furprifing to me. The la- 
dy , that feemed the * moft confiderable 
among them, -entreated me to fit by her, 
and would fain have jindrelTed me for the 
bath. • I^excufed myfelf with fome difficul- 
ty. They being however all fo earneft. in 
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'perfaaaiDg me* I was «t^4&ft fifl*5ei to open 
my fhirtv atid.fhew tbemimy fbays; which 
fctJsfied them very well; jBcMr/l law, tiiey 
-believed I was- locked -ap in that machine, 
iand that it was not in my oH^n power to 
open it, > which t;oiitriv.ance they! attributed 
to my hafband. ^^ I / was charm^ with their 
civility and beauty , and fhook have been 
very ^ad to pids more time . witK them;

The 
Turks are too proud to converfe familiarly 
with merchants , who ^ Can only pick up 
fome confiiied it^rmations , xj^hich are gene- 
rally faife» and can give no better account 
of the ways here, than a French refugee^ 
lodipng in a. garret in Qr^k-ftreet, could

write of the cowtrof ^EJr^knd* The jour- 
ney we have made from Belgrade hither, 
cannot poffibly b^ paffed ;by, any out of a 
public charafter. The defert woodiof Ser- 
vian are the comtnon refuge of thieves^ who 
rob fifty in a company , fo that we had need 
of all our guards to fecure as; and die vil- 
lages are fo poor y that only . force couI3 
extort from them 'taeceflary prov^omt* In- 
deed the janizaries had 'no meroy on their 
poverty » killmg all the poultry and fheep 
they could find^ without afkiog to whom 
they belonged; while the wretched owners 
durft not put in their clakn» for foaf of 
being beaten. Lambs juft fallen^ gede and 
turkies big with t>ggp all ^aiTacredwiitboot 
dilHn&iont t fimcied I beard the compfadnts 
of MeUboeuf for the hope of hid dock 
When the baflai travel » 'ti& yet worfe. 
Thefe oppre&rs une not content with Sit- 
ing all that ia to be eaten belongifig^ to At 
peafants; after they have crammed l^emlelvefl 
and thelf numetons retinue^ diey' hav6 
the impudence to ejtaft what they call 
teeth-money^ a contribution for the \A 
of their teeth » worn with doing tfiem the 
honour of devouring their meet' This is 
UteraUy and exaStly tiiie^ hqwevejf cxtrova^ 
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gsiit it may feem; and fach i^ die natural 
cormptioQ of a military government^ their 
religion not allowing of this barbarity^ any 
iQore than ours doeg« 

► • » • 
I HAD, the advantage of lodging three 
Weeks at Belgrade with a principal eflFendi^ 
that is to fay» a fcholar. This fet of men 
are equally capable of preferments In the 
law or the church » thefe two iciences being 
caft into one » and a lawyer and a prieft 
being die fame word in the Turkif h language* 
They are the only men really confid* 
erable in ihe empire ; all the profitable 
employments and church revenues are in 
their faands« The grand lignior^ tho* gene* 
tal heir to his jpeople^ never prefumes to 
touch their lands or money ^ which go» in 
an uninterrupted fucceflion > to their chil* 
dren. 'Tis true, tley lofe this privilege^ 
by accepting a place at courts or the title 
of baiifai but there are few examples ot 
fuch foola among them. You may eanly 
judge of the power of thefe men^^Mvho 
have engroifed all the learniag, and almofl: 
all the wealth of the empire. 'Tis they 
that are the real authors* though the foM- 
iers are the aftors of revolutions* They 
VoL^ I, , H depcM 
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depofed the late faltan Muftapha; and their 
power is fo well known, that ^ the em» 
peror's intereft to flatter them. 

This is a long digr^ffion. I was going 
to tell you, that an intimate daily Cdnver'* 
fation with the effendi Achmet-beg, gave 
me an opportunity of knowing their religion 
and morals in a more particular manner Aflti 
perhaps any Chriftian ever did. I explain- 
ed to him the difference between the re- 
ligion of England and Rome; and he was 
pleafed to hear, there were QiriiKans that 
did not worfhip images, or adore the vir- 
gin Mary. The ridicule of transfubftantia- 

tion appeared very ftrong to him. • 

Upon comparing our creeds together, I am 

convinced, that if our friend Dr had 

free liberty of preaching here, it would be 
very eafy to perfuade the generality 'to Chrif- 
tianity , whofe notions are Viery little dif- 
ferent from his. Mr. Whifton would make 
a vtery good apofUe here. I don't doubt but 
his zeal will bfe much fired, if you com- 
municate this aocount to him; but tell him, 
he muft firft have the gift of tongues, before 
he can poffibly be of any ufe. — — Ma- 
hometifm is divided into as many fefts as 

Chrifti- 
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Chriftianity, zni the fir^inftitQtion ad touch 
qegle6ted and obfcured *^^ ' interpretations* 
i cannot here forbear refleAihg on the na- 
tural inclination of mimkind, to make myfl 
leries and novelties, -i-*— The Zeidi, Kadi^ 
Jabari, &c. put me in mind of the Catho- 
lics , Lutherans , and Calvinifts , iofnd arie 
equally izealous againft one another. But 
&e tnoft prevailing opinion , if you /earch 
into the fecret of the ^fFehdiS^ i$, plain 
deifitt. This is indited kept from the people^ 
^vho are amufed with a thoufand differ 
rent hodonst, according to the different in- 

tereft of their preachers. • There are ve* 

ry te\^ amongft them (Achfnet-beg denied 
there werfe iiny) fo abfurd*, 14S to fet up 
for wit , by declaring , they believi^ tio tjod 
at alL And Sir Paul RycauC i» imilhken 
(as he commonly is) in calling the feft mu« 
terin, (i. e.the fecfet \^ith us) atheifts> 
tiiey being deifts^ Nvhofe impiety confifts 
in making a jeft of their prophet. Achftiet- 
beg did not oWn to me> that he was of 
this opinion; but made nO fcruple of deviate 
ing from fome part of Mahomet** law, by 
drinkiflg wine with the (am^ frpedom we 
did. When I afked him how he came to 
allow himfelf jthat liberty ? He made anifvver, 
• Ha V thaC 
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tbat all the creatures of God are good , and 
defigned for the ufe of man; however, that 
the prohibition of wine was a very wife 
xnaKim, and meant for the common people, 
being the fource of all diforders amongft 
them; but, that the prophet never defigned 
t6 confine thofe that knew how to ufe it 
with moderation; neverthelefs , he faid, that 
fcandal ought to be avoided, and that be 
never drank it in public This is the ge- 
neral way of thinking amongft ^ them , and 
very few forbear drinking wine, that are 
Me to afford it. He afTured me, that if I 
underftood Arabic, I fhould be very well 
pleafed with reading the alcoran, which is 
fo far from the nonfenfe we charge it with, 
that it is the pureft morality; delivered in 
the very heft language, I have fince heard 
impartial Chriftians fpeak of it in the fame 
manner; and I don't doubt but that all our 
tranflations are from copies got from the 
Greek priefts, who would not fail to felfi- 
fy it widi the extremity of malicle. No 
body of men ever were more ignorant, or 
more corrupt ; yet they differ fo little 
from the Romifh church, that, I confeft, 
nothing gives me^a gi;eatqr abhorrence oi 
the cruelty of your clergy, than the bar* 
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barons pcrfecution of them, whenever they 
have been their mafters, for no other rea- 
fon than their not acknowledging the fope. 
Tbe difTcnting in that one article , has got 
them the titles of heretics and fchifmatics; 
and , what is worfe , the fame treatment. 
I found at Philippopolis , a feft of Chrifti- 
ans that call themfelves Paulines. They 
fhew an old church, where, they fey, St 
Paul preached; and he is their favourite faint, 
after the feme manner that St Peter is at 
Rome; neither do they forget to give him 
the feme preference over the reft of the 
appfties. 

But of all the religions I have feen, 
tbat of the Amounts feems to me the moft 
particular; they are natives of Arnountlichj 
the ancient Macedonia, and ftill retain the 
courage and hardinefi , though they have 
loft the name of Macedonians , being the beft* 
militia in the Turkif h empire , and the on- 
ly check upon the janizaries. They are 
foot foldiers; we had a guard of them, re- 
lieved in every confiderable town we paffed; 
they are all cteathed and armed at their 
own expence, drelTed in clean white coarfe 
cloth, carrying guns of a prodigious 
H 3 lengUi, 



length, which they run with upon 'theip 

fhoulders, as if they did not feel the weight 

0f tl)^m 9 the leader finging a fort of rude 

tiine, hot unpleafanis, and the reft making 

tip the chorus, Tbefe people living between 

Cbriftians and Mahometans » and not being 

fkilled in controverfy, declare, that they 

are utterly uhaMe to judge which religion 

is heft; hut,- to be certain of not entirely 

reje6ling the truth , they very prudently 

follow both. They go to -the mofques on 

Fridays , and to the church on Sunday, 

faying for their excufe, that at the day of 

judgement they are fure of proteftion from 

the true prophet; but which that is,'tbey 

are not aMe to determine in this worid. I 

believe there is no other race of mankind, 

who have fo modeft an opiniga of Aeir 

own capacity* 

Th£Se are the remarks I have made, on 
the diverfity of religions I have feen. I 
don't afk your pardon for the liberty I have 
taken in jTpeaking of the Roman. I know 
you equally condemn the quakery of all 
churches , as much as you revere the facred 
^uths, ip which we both agree* 

Yoer 
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Yotr will expeft I fhoald fay fomefchlng 
to you of the antiquities of this country; 
bat there are few remalos of ancient Greece* 
We pafTed near the piece of an arch, 
Vfhkh }%, commonly called Trajan's Gate, 
from a fuppoiition, duit he ma^e. it to fhut 
up the pajQ^g^ over tlie mountains , between 
Sophia and Philippopolis. But I rather be- 
lieve it the remains of fome triumphal arcb, 
tho* I could not fee any infcription ; for 
if that pail^e, had been fhut up , there aj;e 
many others^ that wou}d ferve for the march 
of an army; and, notwithftanding the ftory 
of Bs^win earl of Flanders , being over- 
thrown* iu.thefej ftraits after he won Confta\i- 
dnople, I don't &ncy the Gern^ans would 
find tfaemfelv^s ftopped by them at thi^s day. 
*Tis true , the road is now • made ( with 
great induftry) as cpmmodictus. s^s poiTihle, 
for the march of the Turkifh army; there 
is not one ^tch' or puddle between this 
place and Belgrade, that has not a large 
ftrong bridge of planks built over it; but 
the prepiplces are not fa terrible as I had 
heard them reprefented. At thefe mountains 
we lay at the little vills^e Kif koi , wholly 
inhabited by ClyiftijtfteK'.JlS all the peafants 
of Bvdgaria are. Their houfes are nothing 
H 4 but 



but little bats, raifed of dirt baked in the 
fun; and they leave th^m, and fly into the 
Uiountains, fome nionths J>efi)re tbe march 
of the Turkifh army , who would dfe en- 
tirely ruin them , by driving away their 
whole flocks. This precaution iecures them 
in a fort of plenty ; for faqb vaft trafts of 
land lying in common, they have the liber-' 
ty of fowing what they pleafe , and are 
generally very indwftrious hufbandmea I 
drank here feveral forts of delicious wine. 
The women drefs themfelves in a great va* 
riety of coloured gla(s beads, and are not 
ugly, but of a tawny complexion, I have 
now told you all that is worth tdllng 
you , and perhap$ more , relating to my 
♦journey; When I am at Conl^antinople, 
rU try to f ick up fome cari6fitie6| and thes 
you fhall- bear again from

AS I never can forget the finaUeft of 
your ladyfhip*s commands^ my firft 
bafinefs bere , has been to inquire after the 
ihifis you ordered me to look for, without 
being able to find what you would like« 
The difference of the drefs bere and at Lou- 
don is fo great, the fame fort of things are 
not proper for caftans and nianteaus. 
However, I will not give oyer. my fearcb, 
bat rene;w it again at Conftantinople, though 
I have reafon to believe there is nothing finer 
than what is to be found here, as this place 
is at pcefent the refidence of the court. 
The grand fignior's eldeft daught^ was mar- 
ried fome few days before I came hither; 
and, upon that occafiqn, the Turkifh ladies 
difplay all their magnificence. The bride 
was. condufted to her hufband's houfe in 
A'^ryjgreat fplendor* She is widow of the 
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)ate vizier 9 who was killed at Peter waradin, 
though that ought rather to be called a con- 
traft than a marriage, fince fbe. never hzs 
lived with him; however , the greateft part 
of his wealth is hevs. He bad the permir- 
fion of" vifiting heir in- thiB feraglio ; andj 
being one of the handfomeft men in the eni' 
plre^r bad very much engaged her afFe6tions. 
*— — When fbe faw this fecond hufband, 
who is at leaft fifly, fhe could not forbear 
burfting into tears. He is indeed a man oC 
merits and the declared favourite of the ful- 
-tan (which they call'mofayp) but that 
'is not enou^ to make him.pleafing in the 
eyes of a gurl of thirteen, 

Tha government here is entirely in the 
hands of the array, the grand fignior, with 
all his abfolute power, is as much a flave 
as any of his fubjefts, and trembles at a 
janizary's frown. Here is, indeed, a much 
greater appearance of fubjeftion than amongft 
us; a minifter of ftate is not fpoke to, but 
upon the knee; fhould a refleftion on his 
conduft be dropt in a cofFee-houfe (for they 
have fpies every where) the houfe would 
be raz'd to the ground , and perhaps the 
whole company put to the torture. No 
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hnzzaing mobsifenfelefs pampliletSf 
and tavern difputes about politics; 

A Qonfequenlial ill that freedom draws; 
A bad eSe&i, — but from a noble caufe* 

None of our harmleis calling names t but 
vrhen a minifter here difpleafes the people^ 
m three hours time be is dragged evea 
from his mafter's arms* They cut off hia 
hands, head, and feet, and throw them be« 
fore the palace gate, with all the refpeft 
in the world; while die fultan (to whom 
tliey all profefs an unlimited adoration) fits 
trembling in his apartment, and dare neither 
defend nor revenge his favourite. This ii 
the blefled condition of the moft abfolute 
monarch upon earthy who owns no law 
bat his will. 

I CANNOT help wifhlng, in the loyalty 
of my heart, that the parliament would 
fend hither a fhip-load of your paffive obe- 
dient men, that they might fee arbitrary go- 
vernment in its cleared, and ftrongeft lights 
where *tis hard to judge, whether the 
prince, people, or minifte^s, are moft mifer* 
sble. I could make many reflexions on 
this fubjeaj bat I know, Madam, your 
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bWQ good fenfe has already fbrtufhed you 
with better than I am Capable ot 

1 WENT yefterday along with.the French 
cunbailadrefs to fee the grand fignior in his 
^affi^e to the mofque. H^. vt^as preceded 
by a numerous guard of jankaties i vrkh 
"iraft white fearhefs on their heads, 'as alfo 
l>y die fpahis and boftangees^ (thefeare 
foot and horfe guards) and the royal, gar* 
deners y Ntrhich ore a very confiderable 
body of men> dreifed in differ^t habits o( 
fine lively t;oloUrs i lb that^ at a diftatice^ 
they appeared like a parterre of tulips. After 
them the aga of the janizanlefi» in a robe 
of purple velvety lined with filver tiffoe, 
his liopfe led by two flaves richly dreffed. 
Next him the kyziier^aga (your ladyfhip 
knows 9 this is the chief guardian of the 
feraglio ladies) in a deep yellow cloth 
(which fuited very well to his black fece) 
lined with fables. Laft came his fubliiiiity 
himfeif , ari'ayed in green , lined ' with the 
fur of a black Mufcovite fox, which is fup- 
pofed worth a thoufand pounds fterling, and 
jftounted on a fine* horfe, with fafhiture em* 
broidered with jewels. Six more hbrfe^ 
richly caparifoned Were led after him ; aUd 
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two of hirf principal courtiert bore, one tU 
gold, and the other his fflver coifee-pot, on 
a ftaff ; another carried a filver ftool on hk 
head for him to fit on. — ^ ft would be too 
tedious to tell your ladyfhip the various dref. 
fes and ttirbants by which their rank is dis- 
dnguifhed, but they were all extrfemeljr 
rich and gay, to the, number of feme thou^ 
finds; fo that perhaps there cannot be feea 
a more beautiful proceffion. The fultan ap. 
peared to us a handfome man of about for- 
ty, with fomething, however, fevere in hia 
countenance, and his eyes very full and 
black. He happened to ftop under the win- 
dow where we ftood, and (I fuppofe being 
told who we were) looked upon us very 
attentively, fo that we had full leifure to 
confi^er him. The French ' ambafladrefs 
agreed with me as to his good mien: I fee 
tiat lady very often; fhe is young, and 
her converiatlon would be a great relief to 
ae, if I could perfuade her to live with- 
<Jut thofe forms and ceremonies that make 
life ^rmal attd tirefome. But fhe is fo de- 
lighted with her guards , her four aijd twen- 
^ footmen, gentlemen ufhers, &c. that fhe 
^ould rather die than make me a vifit with- 
out themj not to reckon a coachful of at< 
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tending «damfels ycleap^d maids of honoon 
What vexes me is^ that as long as fhe will 
vifit me with a troablefome ec^aipage, I am 
obliged .to do the fame: however^ our ma** 
tual intereft makes us much ^together. I 
went with her the other day all round the 
town 9 in an open gilt chariot^ with our 
joint trafnvof attendants i preceded by oat 
.guards, )^ho might have fummoned the 
people to fee what they had never feen, nor 
ever perhaps would fee again, two young 
Chriftian amba0adreires at the fame time* 
Your ladyfhipinay eafily imagine, we drew 
a vaft crowd of fpeftators, but all filent atf 
death. If any of them bad taken the liber- 
ties of our mobs upon any ftrange £gbt, 
our janizaries had made, no fcruple of fiedfing 
on them with their fcimitars, without dan- 
ger for fo doing, bemg above law, Tfaefc 
people however (I mean the janizaries) have 
fome good qualities ; they are very zeal- 
ous and feithful where they fcrve, and look 
upon it as their bufinefs to fight for you on 
all occafions. Of this I had a very plea* 
fant iiiftance in a village on this fide Philip* 
popolis, where we were met by our do* 
meftick guards. I happened to befpeak pi- 
geona for fupper^ upon which one of my 
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janizaries went immediately to the cadi (the 
chief civil officer of the town) and ordered 
him to fend in fome dozens. The poor 
man anfwered » that he ha4 already feht 
about, but could get none. My janizary, 
in the height of his zeal for my fervice, 
immediately loqked him up prifoner in his ' 
room^ tellittg him he deferved deatli of his 
impudence , in offering to excufe his not 
obeying my command; but, out of refpeft 
to me, he would not punifh him but by 
my order. Accordingly , he came very 
gravely to me , to afk what f hould be done 
to him;, addlrtg, by Way df compliment, 
that if I pleafed he, would bring me his 
head. — This may givife ydu Ibme idea of 
the unlimited power of thefe fellows * who 
are all fworn {}fothers, and bound to revenge 
the injuries done to on^ another / xi he% 
ther at Cairo, Aleppo ^ or any part of the 
World* This inviolable league makes them 
fo powerful, that the greaceil man at court 
never fpeaks to them b'ut in , a flattering 
tone; and in Alia,' any man that is rich is 
forced to enrol himfelf a janifear> > to fecure 
Ins eftate. — But 1 have already faid enou^^h; 
and I dare fwear, dear Madam, that by Hiiff 
time , 'tis a very comfortable refleftlon t« 
.Vol. I. ' I you. 
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you, &at there is no poffibility of your 
receiving fuch a tedious letter but once in 
fix months; ^t;i8 that coniideration has given 
me the affurance of entertsdning you fo long,

Pray let mt 
into more particulars; and I will try to 
»waken your gratitucle, by giving you * 
fall and true rejation of the novelties oF tbii 
place I &one of which would futpHfe yott 
more than a fight of my perlbn, as t am 
now in my Tarkifb habits though I believe 
yoa would be of my opinion > that *!dA 

admirably becoming. I intend to fend 

yoa my pifture; in the mean time accept 
of it herew 

The firft part of my drefs is a pair of 
drawers i very full> that reach to my fhoesj 
and conceal the legs more moddtiy diatt 
your petticoats. The>- sire of a thin rofe^ 
coloured damafk, brocaded with filver {low>- 
ers« My flioes are of white kid leathei^ 
embroidered with gold. Over this bangt 
my finock i cf a fine white filk gaufee ^ edg- 
ed with embroidery. This fmock has widt 
fleeves, hanging half "Way down the arm> 
and is clofed at the neck with a diamond 
button; but the fhape and colour of the bo* 
fom is very well to be diftinguif bed through 
it. ^ The antery is a waiiteoat, made cloife 
J a • to 
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to the fbape, of white and gold dttnafk 
with very long fleeves fidling back, and 
fringed with deep gold fringe, and'fhould 
have diamond or pearl buttons. My caftan, 
of the fame flxifF with iny drawers , is a robe 
«xaftly fitted to my fhape, and reaching to 
my feet, with very long ftrait falling fleeves. 
Over this is my girdle , of .about four 
fingers broad, which, all that can afford it, 
liave entirely of diamonds or other precious 
ilones; thofe who will not be at thatex- 
|>ence, have it of exquifitq embroidery on 
fatin 5 but it niuft be faftened before with a 
clafp of diamonds. — — The curdee is a 
loofe robe they tfirow off, or put on, accor- 
ding to the .weather, being of a rich brocade 
(mine is green and gold) either lined with 
«rmine or febles; the fleeves reach very lit- 
tle below the f houlders. The head drefi is 
compofed of a cap, called tal pock, which 
is, in winter, of fine velvet embroidered 
with pearls or diamonds , and in fummer, 
of a light fhining fdver ftuff. This is fixed 
on one fide of the head, hanging a little 
way down With a gold taffel, and bound on, 
either with a circle of diamonds (as I have 
feen feveral) or a rich embroidered hand- 
kerchief. On the other fide of the head, 
. '■ the 
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the hair is laid flat; and here the ladies are 
at liberty to fhew their fancies; fome put- 
ting flowers, others a plume of heron's fe9- 
thers, and, in fliort, what they pleafe; but 
the moft general iafhion is a large bouquet 
of jewels, made like natural flowers; that 
is, the buds, of pearl; the rofes, of diif&- 
reat coloured rubies; the jeiTamines, of diak 
moots; the jonquils, of topazes, &c. to well 
fet and enamelled, 'tis hard to imagine any 
thing of that kind fo beautiful. The hair 
haDgs at its full length behind , divided • in- 
to trefies braided with pewl or ribbon, which 
is always in great quantity. I never law 
in my life, fo many fitxehead^ of hain In 
one lady's, I have counted a liundred »d 
ten of the treiTes, all natural;. bat it muft 
be owned, tbat every kind of beauty 'is 
moie conunofi here tbati with* us. ' .'Tis 
furprifing to fiee a young woman that is* not 
very handfome.- They have naturally the 
moft beautifol complexion in dae woMd , and 
generally' large black eyes. I caa affiioe 
you. with great truth, that the OBwrtfof 
Engknd (though I believe it the. £dreft: iti 
Chriftendpm) does not Gontaiir £> many 
beaiities as are under out proteftioiv- b^re. 
They generally . f hape thek eye-hrowv, ««d 
I 3' both 
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lioth Greeks and Turks have the cuftom of 
patting round' their eyes a black tiofture, 
(^at, at a diftance, or by candle-light » adds 
very much to the blacfaiefe of them. I fan- 
. ^y- many of our ladies would be oveqoyed 
to know this ifocretf but 'tis too vifible by 
day. They .dyeitheur nails a rofe colour; 
but, I own, I cannot enough accuftommy- 
y(e]£ to this fafhion^ to find any beauty in it. 

As to thdr morality or good conduft, I 
can fay, like Harieqiiin, that *tis juft as *ti& 
with you; and the Turkifh ladfes don't cbm- 
mit one (in the k(s for not being Chriffians. 
«Now that I am ai little acquainted with tiieir 
irays^ 1 cannot forbear admiring, either the 
exemplary. difbretiiGin ,. or extreme ftupidity 
of all the 'wtiterk that have ^iven accounts 
of them. • 'Tis'vefy.eafy to ifee, they have 
inneality moce. liberty than we have* No 
wtoman, of what* rank (bever, is permitted 
to go into the ftreets without two marUns, 
one that covers,, her fece. all bat her eyes; 
and aaother, that bides the whole dreft of 
ber head, and hangs half way down her 
back. Their fhi^es are alfa wholly conceal- 
edj^'by a thing they call a ferigeef, which 
M WWW > of any* ibrt appears. \^idiout; 

this 



this has ftrait fleeves , that reach to their 
fingers-ends , and it laps all round them, 
not unlike a riding-hood. In winter , *tis 
of cloth; and in fummer, of plain iluff or 
filk. You may guefe then, bow efl^eftu- 
ally this difgoifes them, fo that there is no 
dillinguifhing the^reat lady from her Have. 
*Tis impoflible for th^ moft jealous hufband 
to know bis wife , when he meets her; 
and no man dare, touch or follow a woman 
in die ftreet. 

This perpetual mafquerade gives them 
entire liberty of following their inclinations, 
widiout danger of difcovery. The moft 
afual method of intrigue, is, to fend an^ 
appointment to the lover to meet the lady- 
at a Jew's fhop, which are as notorioufly 
convenient i(S our Indian-hpufes i and yet, 
even tb^e who don't make ufe of them,.dp^ 
not fcrople to go to buy pennyworths, and 
tumble over ricb goods, which are. chiefly 
to -be found amongft that (brt of people. 
The great ladies feldom let their gidlants 
know who they are ; and 'tis fo difficult 
to find it out, that they can very feldom 
gaels at her name, ^hom they have cor- 
re^ndcd with for above half a yearto- 
I 4 gether. 



gctber. You may eafily imagine the num- 
ber of faithful wives very fmall ■ in a coun- 
try where they have nothing to 'fear from 
a lover's Indifcretion, fince we fee fo ma- 
ny huvo the courage to expofe themfeh'es 
to that in this world, and all the threaten- 
ed punifhment of the next, .which is ne^ 
ver preached to the Turkifh damfels. Nei- 
ther have they much to apprehend from the 
refentment of their hufbands ; thofe ladies 
that are rich , having all their money in their 
own hands. • Upon the whole , I look upon 
tihe Turkifh women, as the only free people 
in the entpire : the very divan pays re- 
fj)eft to them; and the grand flgnior bim- 
felf, when a bafla is executed, never vio- 
lates the privileges of the ha ram, (orwo- 
^ens apartment) which remains unfearched 
and entire to the widow. They are queens 
gf their f laves, whom the hnfband has no 
permiflion fo much as to look upon, ex- 
cept it be an old woman or two that his 
lady cbufes. 'Tis true, their law pennitfi 
them four wives; but there is no inftance 
of a man of quality that makes ufe of this 
liberty, or of a woman of rank that would 
fuffer it. When a hufband happens to be 
inconftant,- (as thofe thmgs will happen) 

he 



he keeps his miftrcfs in a houfe apart; and 
vifits her 'as privately as -he can , juft as it 
is with you. Amongft all the great men 
here, I only knpw the teftetdar, (1. e. 
treafurcr) that keeps a number orfhe-flaves, 
for bis own ufe , (that is 9 on 6is own 
fide of the houfe; for a flave once given to 
ferve a lady, is entirely at her difpofal) 
and he is fpoke of as a libertine , or what 
we fhould call a rake, and his wife won't 
fee him , though fhe continues to live in 
his houfe. Thus you fee, dear fifter, the 
manners of mankind do not differ fo wide- 
ly, as our voyage- writers would make us 
believe. Perhaps, it would he more en- 
tertaining to add a few* furprifing cuftoms 
of my own invention; hut nothing (eerad 
to me fo figreeable as truth, and I believe 
nodiing fb acceptable to you.

T DARE fay you expeft, at leaft, fome- 
thing very new in this letter, after I 
have gone a journey, not undertaken by any 
Chriftiaii , for fome "^hundred years. Tbe 
moft remarkable accident that happened to 
me, was my being very near overturned 
into the Hebrus; and, if I had much regard 
for the glories that! one's name enjoys after 
death, I fhould certainly be forry for hav- 
ing miffed the romantic conclufion of fwim- 
ming down the lame river in which the 
mufical head of Orpheus repeated verfes fo 
many ages fmce: 

"Caput a cervice reyulfum,

I AM at this prefent moment writing ia 
a boufe fituated on the banks of the !Hebrus, 
which runs under my chamber window. 
My garden is full of tall cyprefs tre^s , upon 
tbe branches of which feveral couple of true 
turtles are faying foft things to one another 
from nioming till night. How naturally do 
boughs 'and vows come into my mind, at 
this minute? and muft not you confefs, to 
my praife, that 'tis more Ihan an ordinary 
dHcretion, that can refift tlie wicked fuggef- 
tions of poetry -, in a place - where truth, 
for once, fumifhes all die ideas of paftoral. 
The fummer is already far advanced in this 
part of the world; and, for fome miles round 
Adrianople , the whole ground is laid put 
in gardens , aod the htaeks of the rivers are 

fet 
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fet with ro^ of fruit-trees, under ^Wch 
an the moft confiderable Turks *<fiv«rt them- 
felves every evening , not with . walking, 
that is not one of their pleafures; but a fet 
party of them chufe out a green fpot, where 
the fhade is very thick , and there they 
^ead a carpet, on which they fit drink- 
ing their coffee, and are generally attended 
by fome flave \i^ith a fine voice, or tbat 
plays on foipe . infl:rument. Every twenty 
paces you may fee one of thefe little com- 
panies liftening to the dafhing of. the river; 
and this tafte is fo univerf^„ that the very 
gardener's are not without it 1 have of- 
ten feen them and their children fitting on 
the banks of the river, and playing on a 
rural inftrument, perfe6tiy anfwering the de- 
fcription of the ancient fiftula, being com- 
pofed of unequal reeds, with a finaple, but 
agreeable foftneis in the found* 

Mr. ADDtsotf mighfctere. make the ex- 
periment he fpeaks of in Jiis travels; there 
not being one inflxument of naufic among 
tbe Greek or Roman ftatues , tbat is not to 
be found in the bands o^ tlie people of ti^ 
country. The young lads generally divert 
themfelves with making garlands for their 

favourite 
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favourite lambs, which I have often feen 
painted and adorned with flowers, lying at 
their fi^et, while they fung or played. It 
is not that they ever read romances , but 
tbefe are the ancient amufements here, and 
as natural to them as cudgel-playing and 
foot-ball to our Britifh fwams; the foftnefs 
and warmth of the climate forbidding aU 
rough exercifes , Which were .never fo much 
as heard of amon^ft them , and naturally 
infpiring a lazinefs and averfion from labour » 
which the great plenty indulges. Thefe 
garderiers are tiie only happy race of coun- 
try people in Turkey. They furnifh all the 
city with fruits and herbs, and feem to livd 
very eafily. They are moft of them Greeks, 
and have little houfes in the midft of flieir 
gardens, wiere tlieir wives and daughters 
take a liberty, not perniitted in the town, 
I mean, to go unveiled. Thefe wenches 
are' very neat and handfome, aud pafs their 
time at their looms, under the fhade of the 
trees. 

I NO longer look upon Theocritus as a 
fotnantic writer; he has only given a plain 
image of the way of life amongft the pea^ 
%ts of his country]; who, be&re oppref- 

iioE 
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fion had redacefl tfiem to' want> were, I 
tippofe, all employed as the better fort of 
them are now, I don't doubt, had he beea 
born a Briton , but his Idyliums had been 
filled with defcriptions of thrediing and 
chnming, both which are unknown here, 
the cofn being all trode oat by oxen; and 
butter (I Q)eak it with forrow} unheard of. 

1 R£AD over your *Homer here , wiA 

an infinite pleafure , mid ^ find feveral little 
paflages explained » that I did notf before 
entirely comprehend the beauty of; tnany 
of the cuftomsy and much of the drefs then 
in fafhion , being yet retained* ' I don^t 
wonder to find more remains here, of an 
age fo diftant> than is to be found in any 
other cou||try» die Turks not takbg thai; 
pains to introduce theu: own knannerSy as 
has ;been generally praftiied by other na- 
tions, that imagine themfelves more pdiitxs 
It wonld be too tedious to you, to point 
out all the paJTages that relate to prefent 
cuftoms. But, I can ^alTure you, that the 
princefles and great ladies pais their time 
at their looms , embroidering veils and 
robes, furrounded by their maids, which are 
always very numerous ^ in the lame manner

as we find Andromache and Helen defcribej. 
The defcription of the belt of Menelau$^ 
exaftly relembles thofe that' are now worn 
by the great men, faftened before with broad 
golden clafps , and embroidered round with 
rich work. The fiiowy veil tliat Helea 
throws over her face, is ftill fafiiionable; 
and I never fee half a dozen of old bafhaws 
(as I do very often) with their reverend 
beards , fitting bafkin^ in the fun , but I 
recolleft good king Priam and his counfel- 
lots. Their manner of, dancing is certainly 
the fame that Diana is fung to have danc- 
ed on the banks of Eurotas^ The great 
lady ftill leads the dance, and is followed 
by a troop of voung girls , who imitate her 
fteps, and, if fhe fmgs, make up the chorus. 
The tones are extremely gay and lively, 
yet with fomething in them wonderfully 
foft. The fteps are varied according to the 
pleafiire of her that leads the dance, but al- 
ways in exad: time , and infinitely mora 
agreeable than any of our dances , at leaft 
in my opinion. I fometimes make one in 
the train, but am not fkilfui enough to 
lead ; thefe are the Grecian dapces , the 
Turkifh being very different. 
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I SHotTLD liave told you, ill the &ft 
place, that the Eaftern manners give a great 
light into many fcripture-pafTages i that ap- 
pear odd to us, their phrafes being com* 
monly what we fhould call fcripture-lan- 
gaage. The vulgar Turk is very different 
fironi what is fpoke at court , or amongft 
the people of figure; who always mix fo 
much Arabic and Perfian in their difcourfe, 
that it may v'6ry well be called >another lan- 
guage. And 'tis as ridiculous to make ufe 
of the expreflions commonly ufed, in (peak- 
ing to. a great man or lady, as it would be 
to (peak broad Yorkfhire, or Somerfetfhire, 
in the drawing room. Befides this diftinc 
tion, they have what they call the fublime, 
that is , a ftyle proper fyt poetry , and 
which is the exaft fcripture ftyle. I believe 
you will be pleafed to fee a genuine ex- 
ample of this; and I am very glad I have 
It in my power to (atisfy your curipfity, 
by fending you a faithful copy of the vcrfes, 
that Ibrahim' Baffa , the reigning favou- ' 
rite, has made for the young princefs, his 
contr^fted wife, whom he is not yet per* 
mitted to vifit without witnefles ^ thouglt 
flie is gone home to his houfe. He is a 
man of wit and learnings and whether or

flo he is capable of writing good verTe ^ yod 
may be Tare,. that) on fuch an occafion, he 
M^ould not Want the aiBAance of the beft 
poets in the empire. Thus the verfes maf 
be looked upon as 4 fample of their fineft 
poetry, and I don't dodbt youMl be of my 
miod^ tiM it is mod wonderfully r^ifeni- 
bUng The Song of Solotnani which 
was alfo addreiTed to ii royal bride.

I owDy I have much ado to re- 
concile myfclf to the found of a word, which 
has always given me fiich ;tei7ible, ideas;

in it , than in a fever. As a proof of this, 
let .me tell you that we pafled through two 
or three towns moft violently infe6led. la 
the very next houfe where we lay, (in one 
of thofe places) two perfons died of it. 
Luckily for me I was fo well deceived, 
that i knew nothing of the matter; and I 
was made believe , that our fecond cook 
had only a great cold. However, we left 
our doftor to take care of him, and yefter- 
day they both arrived here in good health; 
and I am now let into the fecret, that be 
has had the plague.. There are many that 
efcape it , neither is the ^r ever infefted. 
lam periuaded, that it would be as eafy 
a matter to root it out here , as out of 
Italy and France; but it does fo little mlf- 
chief; they are not' very folicitous about it, 
and are content' to fufFer this diftemper, in- 
ileald 'of our variety", which they are utter- 
ly unacquainted "wiBi.

yourfelf here. The finall-pox , fo fatal, 
and To general amongfl: us, is here entire* 
ly harmlefs;.by the inyen^bn of ingtafting, 
which is the term they giye it. There is 
a fet of old ^ooaeD, who niake it their bu* 
finefs to perform the operation, every au-, 
tumn, in th? n^onth ,o^ September, when 
the. great beat is abat^4« ; People fend to one 
another ^ to know if any of their family has 
a mind to .have the (mail- pox : they make 
parties for this purpofe, and when tbey are 
met (commonly fifteen or fixteen together) 
the 0I4 woma^ comes with a nut-fhell full 
of the matter of the bed fort of fmall-pox, 
and afks what v^ yon pleafe to have open-^ 
ed. She immediately rips open that you 
offer to her, with a large needle, which gives 
you no moce pain than a common fcratch, 
and puts into the vein, as^ much matter as 
can ly upon the he^d of her needle, and 
after that, binds up the. little wound with 
a hollow bit of {hell; and in tliis manner 
opens four or five veins., The Grecians 
have commonly the fuperftifion 6f 'opening 
one in the middle of the forehead, one in 
each arm, and one on. the breaft, to mark 
the fign of the crofs; but this has a very 
W effeft, ^ thefe wounds leaving little fears, 

and 



and is not done by tiiofe that are not fu- 
pcrftitious, who chufe to have' tiiem in the 
legs, or that part of the ami that is con- 
cealed. The children or yoottg 'pttients 
play together aft the 'reft of fhfe day, and 
are in perfeft health to the eighth. Then 
the fever begins ta feize them' , and they 
keep their beds two days , very feldom 
three. They have very rarely above twen- 
ty or thirty in their feces , which never 
mark, and in eight days time they are as 
Veil as before their illnefs. Where they are 
wounded, there remain running- fpres during 
the diftemper, which I don't doiabt is a great 
relief to it Every year thou&nd^ |undei?o 
this operation ; and the French ^teibaila- 
dor fays pleafently , that they take the 
fmall-pox here 'bjr wi^ of diverfioft, as 
they take the S^ters ip other countries.

You "would rather be informed of 
fte ftrange things that are to be feen^ here t 
aud a letter out of Turkey, that has nothing 
extraordinary in it, would be as great a 
difappouitoeat^ as my vifitors will receive 

at 
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at London, if I retOrn thither without any 

rarities to fhew them. What fhall I 

tell you of? — -i- Y6a never faw camels in 
your life ; and perhaps the defcription of 
them will appear new to you; I can affure 
you , the firfl: ^ fight of them was lb to 
'me; and though I have feen hundreds of pic- 
tures of thofe animals , I never few * any 
that^ ^as refembling enough, to give a true 
idea of them. I am going to make a bold 
obfervation, and poffibly a falfe one^ becaafe 
nobody has ever made it before me; but 
I do take them to be of the ffag tinJ; their 
legs, bodies, and necks, are exaftly fhap- 
ed like them , and their colour . Very near 
the fame. 'Tis true, they are much larger, 
heing a great deal higher than a horfe, 
and fo fwift , that , after the defeat of 
Peterwaradin , they (ar outran the fwiftefc 
horfes, and brought the firft news of the 
loft .of the battle to Belgrade. They are 
never' thoroughly tamed ; the drivers take 
care to tie them one to another, with ftrong 
ropes, fifty in a ftring, led by an afs, on 
which the driver rides. I have feen three 
hundred in one caravan. They carry the 
third part more than a horfe; but'*tis a par- 
ticular art to load tliem, becaufe of the 

buacb 
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bonch' on th^ir backs. They feem to me 
very ugly creatures, their heads being ill- 
formed and difproportioned to their bodies. 
They carry all the burdens j and the hearts 
deftined to the plough', are bufFaloes , ah 
animal you are alfo unacquainted uith. They 
are larger and mofre clumfy than^ an 03^; 
they have fhort thick black horns clofe to 
their heads , which grow turninj^ backwards. 
They fay this horn looks very beautiftil 
when 'tis well polifhed. They ane ail blaci, 
with very fhort hair on their hides j "arfd 
have extremely little white eyes , that make 
them look like devils/ The country people 
dye their' tedls, and the hair of their' fore- 
head, red by way of ornament tforfes 
are not put here to any laborious work, 
nor are they at all fit for it. They are 
beautiful and full of fpirit , but generally 
little, and not ftrong, as the breed of cold- 
er countries ; very gentle, however, with 
all^ their vivacity , and alfo fwift and fure- 
footed. I have a little white fevourite, that 
1 would not part with on any terms; Ire 
prances under me with fo much fire, you 
would think that I. had a great deal of cou- 
rage to dare mount him; yet Til aflureyoit, 
1 never rid a horfe fo much it my com-

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t(^M. in my life..^ My fide-(addle ig d^e firft 
that was iever feeo in this part of the world, 
land is gaztsd at with as much wonder , as 
the fhip of Columbus in the firft ' difcovery 
tof Anxerica. here are fome little birdSj 
held in a Ibrt iof religious revterence^ and 
for diat reafohj multiply prodigioufly: tur-

I rtally think the 
matioer of building here very agreeable, 
and proper for j:he country* Tis true, they 
are not at >all folicitous to beautify the out- 
fides of their houfes , and they are general- 
ly built of wood; which, 1 own, is the 
caufe of many inconveniencies ; but this is 
not to be charged on the ill tafte of the 
people, but on the oppreflion of the goyem- 
roent. Every houfe, at the death of its maf- 
ter, is at the grand fignior*s difpofal; and 
therefore , no man cares to make a great ex- 
pence, which he is not fure his family will 
be the 1>etter for. All their defi^n is to 
build a houfe commodious , and that will 
'all their lives; and they are veiy indiffer- 
ent if it fells down the year after. Every 
houfe, great and fmall, is dividend into two 
diftinft parts, which only join together by 
^ narrow paffage* The firft houfe has a 
lafge court before it , and open galleries ail 
round it, which is to me a thing very agr^e- 
^tle. This gallery leads to all the chambers, 
^hich are commonly large, and witli two 
Vol. n. L rows 
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•rows of windD\i^g, the firft beihg <rf pmiiWd 
glafs; they feldom build above twd ftories, 
each of which has galleries* The flairs are 
broad , and not often above thirty ftfeps. 
This is the houfe belonging to the lorf^ 
and the adjoining one is called the haran^ 
that is\ the ladies apartment , (fbl* die 
name of feraglio is peciiliar to the grdnd 
fignior.; ) it has alfo a gallery mnniDg round 
it towards the garden, to whifch all the 
windows are turned > and the fame fiumbef 
df chambers as the othef ^ but ffiore gay 
and fplendidy both in painting and iumitam 
The fecohd fow of windows is very low# 
with grates like thofe of convents j the 
rooms are all i^read With Perfian carpets^ 
and raifed at one eUd of them (my cham- 
bers are railed at bodi ends) about two 
feet This is the fofii, which is laid with 
a Hcher fort of cafpet, and all round it a 
fort of Coueh, raifed half a foot, covered 
With rich filk, according to, the fiincy of 
itoaghificence of the owner* Mine is of fear* 
let cl6th^ with a gold fringe. Round about 
this are placed , flanding agamft the wall» 
two rows of cufhions, the firft very large^ 
and the next, little ones; and here the Turks 
difplay their greateft magnificence* They

can lodk mofe gay and fplendid* Thefe 
feats afe alfo fo conv^ient ahd tafy^ that 
I believe I fhall fievet endure chairs as lt>i^ 
as I live. *!— ^ The booths ate low, which 
1 think no fettlt, and the ceiling is always 
of wood > genferally -inlaid, or Jwibtcd with 
flowfers, iliey op«h tn many places, with 
folding doors j and felfve for cabinets , I 
think, ntore eonveni'ently than ours. Be* 
tween die windows are little arches to fet 
^ts of perfume, br ba'fkets of flowers* 
But ^hat pleafes rte beft, is the fiifhion ot 
having hiafble foi^ntabs iu the lower parf 
of the room, whieh throw up Several fpouts 
df watef > jiving, at the fattie time , an 
agreeable coolnefs , atid a plea&ht dafhihg 
found i Ming from otte bafin to another* 
Soifati bf thefe are very magnificenti Each 
houfe has a bagnio, which confifts general' 
ly in two 6t three little rooms, leaded on 
the top, paved with marble, >^ith bafins> 
cocks of watet , and all conveniencies fo^ 
either hot or cold bathsv 

Vou ^i\\ peAaps be forprifed at an ac- 
count fo different firom what . you have been 
h 3, . entertain^ 
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^n.tertainpd' with ^y the common yoyagc- 
writers , NvhQ are very fond of fpeaking of 
what they don't know. It muft be under 
a. very particular charafter, or on fome ex- 
traoDdinary occafion, that a Chriftian is ad- 
mitted into the houfe of a man of quality; 
and their harams are always forbidden, 
ground* Thus they can only fpeak of the 
outfide, whiph makes no grea^ appearance; 
and the womens apartments are. always built 
backward, removed from fight, and have no 
other profpeft than the gardens, which are 
inclofed with very high walls. Inhere are 
none of our parterres in them ; but they are 
planted with high trees , which give an 
^reeable fhade, and, to my fancy, a pleaf- 
ing view* In the midft of the garden is 
the chipfk, that L<5', a large room, common- 
ly beautified with a fine fountain in the 
tpxdd of it. It is raifed nine or ten fteps, 
and inclofed with gilded lattices; round 
whith,.vipes, jeflaraines, and honey-fuckles, 
make a fort of green wall. Large trees are 
planted round this place, which is the fcene 
of theif greateft pleafures., and where 
the ladies fpend moft of theif hours , em- 
ployed by their mufic or embroidery, ■- In

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where people gp, that are not fo well ac- 
commodated at home, and dridk their cof- 
fee, fherbet, ike. N^ith^r are they 

ignorant of a more durable manner of build- 
ing: their iBofques are all of free^t^one, and 
the public hanns, or inns, extrei^iely mag- 
Rificent, matiy bf th^m taking up a large 
fqaare, built round with' -fhops urfSer-Hbrfi 
arches, where poor art)iiicers are lodged gr^^ 
tis. They have always -^'mof^oc jointeg'to 
them, and the bod^ of the hann is a mbft 
noble. hall, capable of holding ithree or foup 
hundred perfonsy the court .extremely fpih 
cious,' and clolfters round it, -that .give it 
the air of our colleges.- - 1 own , I thinto 
it a more reafonable' piece ofj charity than 
the founding of cotivents* — ^^ I think I have 
now told yott a great deal for once.

However, I choft 
to ga incognito, lo avoid any difputes 
abont ceremony, and went in a Turkifh 
coach, only attended hy niy woman > that 
held up my train, and the Greek lady, who 
was my interpreteis* I was met at the 
court door by her black eunuch , who help* 
ed me out of the coach with great refpeft, 
and condnded me through feveral rooms, 
where her fhe^fiaves, finely drefled, were 
ranged on each fide.

He is fo fcrupalous on this point, 
be would not accept Mr. W-^— 's prefent, 
till he bad been aiTured over and over, tbat 
it was a fettled perqi;iitice of bis place, at 
the entrance of every ambaflfador.

of ground 9 and being divided into a vaft. 
number,, of apartments. They are all of 
green^ and the baiTas of three tails 
have thofe enfigns of their power placed in 
a veiyjconfpicuous manner before their tents, 
which jace adorned on the top with gilded 
balls, more or lefs, according to their dif- 
ferent ranks. The ladies go in coaches to 
fee the camp, as eagerly, as ours did td 
that of Hide-park; but 'tis very eafy to ob-. 
ferve, that the foldiers do not bejgin the 
campaign .with any great chearfulnefs. The 
war is a general grievance upon the people, 
bat particularly hard upon the tradefmen, 
now that the grand figriior is refolved to 
lead his army in perfon. Every company 
of them is obliged, upon this occafion, to 
make a prefent according to their ability. 

I TOOK the pains of rifing at fix in the 
morning to fee the ceremony , which did 
not, however, begin till eight. The grand 
figttior was at the feraglio window, to fee 
the proceffion , which paffed through th^ 
principal flreets. It was preceded by an eC- 
fendi, mounted on a camel, richly fumif bed, 
reading aloud the alcoran , foiely bound, 
laid oa.a Qufhion. He was furrojjnded by 
M 3 a par- 
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a parcel of boyg, in white , finglng fome 
verfes of it, followed by a man drei&d in 
green boughs , reprefenting a clean hofbatid^ 
man fowing feed. After him feveral restpers, 
with garlands of ears of com, as Ceres ifl 
pifturedy with fcythes in their hands » feem- 
ing to mow. Then a little machine drawn 
by oxen, in which was a wind*mill, and 
boys employed in grinding corn, followed 
by another machine, drawn by buffaloes, 
Carrying an oven, and two more boys, one 
emplo}ed in kneading the bread, and an- 
other in drawing it out of the oveii. Tbefe 
boys thr^w little cakes on botfi fides 
amongft the crowd, and were followed by 
the whole company of b^ers , taarching on 
foot, two by two, in Uieir beft clodies, 
with cakes, loaves,; paiHes, ahd pies of sU 
forts on their heads, and after them two 
buffoons, or jack pudtttngs, with their feces 
and clothes fineared with meal, who divert- 
ed the mob with their antic geftores. lo 
the fame manner followed all the companies 
of trade in the empire; the nobler fort, foch 
as jewellers, mercers, &c. finely monnted, 
and many of the pageants that reprefent 
their trades, perfectly magnificent; amongft 
which » that of tfre farriers made one of the

Befid^ this , her faead-dre& was covered 
with bodkins ,of emeralds and ifiamonds. 
She wore large diamond i>raceletS9 and had 
five rings on her fingers (except Mr. Pitfs) 
tiie largeft I ever law in my life. 'Tis for 
jewellers to compute ^ valne of thefe 
things; but, according to the conunon effim- 
ation of jewels , in oar part of tiie worid, 
htr whole drels moft be worth a hundred 
thoufand pounds fterling.. This I am &re 
of , that no European . queen has ' half tbe 
quantity; and the empreis's )ewels> tho^b 
very fine, would look very mean near bet's. 
She gave me a dinner of fifty dtf hes of meat^ 
which (after their fiifhion) were placed da 
the table but one at a titne and was ex« 
tremeiy tedious. But the magnificence of her 
table anfwered very well to that of hex drefi. 
The knives were of gdd, and the bafis fet 
with diamonds.

I AM extremely plelfed with hearing from 
you, and my vanity (the darling- frfeilty 
x>f human kind) not a little flattered by thb 
uncommon queftions you af k me , though 
I am utterly incapable of anfwefii^ th\&nil. 
And, indped, were I as good a mathema- 
tician as Euclid binrfelE, at' Requites an age's

extent of it is prodigious ; the goardita 
aiTared me, there are eight handred rDoms 
ii^ it; I will not, however, anfwer for that 
number, fince I did not count them ; botf 
'ds certain the number is very large, and the 
whole adorned with a profufion of marble, 
gilding, and the moft exquifite painting 
of fruit and flowers. The -windows ar^ 
all fafhed with the fineft chryilalline glafi 
brought from England; and here is all the 
ekpenfive magnifioence that you can fuppofe 
in a palace founded by a vain luxurious 
young man, with the* wealth of a^ vaft em- 
pire at his command. But no part of it 
pleafed me better than the apartments deftined 
for the bagnios. There are two built 
exaftly in the fame manner^ anfwering to 
one another; the baths, fountains, and pave- 
ments, all of white marble, the roofe gilt, 
and the walls covered with Japan china. 
Adjoining to them are two rooms, the np^ 
permoft of which<is divided into a fo&, and 
in the four comers are falls of water from 
the very roof, from fhell to fhell, of white 
marble, to the lower end of the room, 
TU^here it falls into a lai^e bafin, furrounded 
with pipes , that throw up the water as 
high as the roof; The . walls are in the 
• « naturt 
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nature of lattices ; and , on the ontfide of 
them 9 there are vines and woodbines planted* 
that form a fort of green tapeftry, and give 
an agreeable obfcarity to thofe delightftil 
chambers. I f honld go on and let you into 
fome of the other apartments (all worthy 
your curiofity) but 'tis yet harder to defcribe 
a Turkifh palace than any other, being 
built entirely irregular. There is nothing 
that can be properly called front or wings; 
and though fuch a confufion is, I tbinky 
pleafing to the fight, yet it would he very 
unintelligible in a letter, t fhall only add, 
that the chamber deftined for the fultan, 
when he vifits his daughter, is wainfcotted 
with mother of pearl, fattened with eme- 
ralds like nails. There are others of nether 
of pearl and olive wood inlaid, and feveral 
of Japan china. The galleries, which are 
numerous , and very large , are adorned 
with jars of flowers, and porcelain difhes 
of fruit of all forts, fo well done in plaifter, 
«nd cploured in To lively a manner, that it 
has an e^dianting effeft The garden i$ 
foftable to the houfe, where arbours , foun- 
tains , and walks , are thrown together in 
an agreeable jconfhfion. There is no orna- 
ment waaling, except that of ftatueai^. Thus,

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you fee , Sir , thefe people are not fo 
trnpolifhei} as we reprefent tlicm, 'Tis true,

our labours, Confidering what fbort-liv'd, 
weak animsrb men are, is there any ihidy 
fo beneficial fis the fli;dy of prefent pleafare?

Tmds^ July }i. O. S. 1718. 

T LEFT Conflandnople the fixth of the latf 
^ month, and this is the firft poft from 
whence I could fend a letter, though I have 
often wifhed for the opportunity, tiiat 1 
might impart ibme of the pleafure I found 
in this voyage, through the^ knoft agreeable 
part of the world, where every fcene pre- 
fents me fome poetical idea.

I BEO your pardon for this fally', and 
will, if I can, continue the reft trf my ac- 
count in plain profe. The fecpnd day after 
we fet fail, we paffed Gallipolis, a fair dly, 
lituated in the' b^y . of ' Cherfonefus , and 
much refpefted by the Turks, being the 
firft town they took in Europe. At five 
the next morning , we anchored in the 
Helleipont, between the caftles of Seftos 
and Abydos , now called the DardaneE 
Thefe ar^ now two , little ancient caftlea; 
but of no ftrengtb;, 'being commanded by a 
rifing ground behind them., which I confefi 
I ftould never, have taken notice of, if I 
-bad not hei^d it obferved by our captun 
and officers, ^ny imagination being wholly 
employed by , the tragic ftory, that you are 
well acquainted with :

Vcrfe again! — I am certainly infefted by 
the poetical air I have paffed through. That 
of Abydos is undoubtedly very amorous, 
fince that foft paflion betrayed the caflJe into 
the hands of the Turks who belieged it in 
the reign of Orchancs, The governor's 
daughter imagining to have feen her future 
hufband in a dream (though I' don't find 
f he had either flept upon bride-cake , or 
kept St. Agnes's faft) fancied fhe faw the 
dear figure in the form of one of her befieg- 
ers ; and , . being willing to obey her def- 
tiny , tpfled • a note to him over the wall, 
with the offer of her perfon , and the deliv- 
eiy of the cattle. He fhewed it to his 
general, who confented to try the fincerity 
of. her intentions, and withdrew his ^ army, 
ordering the young man to return with a 
feleft body of men at midnight* She admit- 
ted him at the appointed hour, he deftroyed 
the garrifoti, took the, father prifoner, and 
made her his >vife. This town i$ in Afia, 
firft founded by the IV^leflaa8• Seflos is 
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to Earope , and was once the principal city 
of Cherfonefus, . Since I have feen this 
ftrait, I find nothing improbable in the ad* 
venture of Leander, dr very wonderful in 
the bridge of boats* of Xerxes. ''Tis fo nar* 
row , 'tis not furprifing a young lover fhould 
attempt to fwin, or an ambitious king try 
to pafs his army over it But then, 'tis fo 
fubjeft to ftorms , 'tis no wonder the lovec 
perifhed, and ti^e bridge was broken. From 
hence we had a full view of mount Idaj 

Where Juno once carefs'^ her 
am'rous Jove, 

And the world's matter lay fab* 
du'd by love, . 

Not many leagues (ail from bence, I faw 
the point of land \»liere poor old Hecubi 
was buried 9 and about a le$^e from that 
place is Cape Janizary, the fiunous promoa- 
tory of Sigaeum , where we anchored* My 
curiofity fupplied me with ftrength to climb 
to the top of it , to fee the place where 
Achilles was buried, and where Alexander 
ran qaked round his tomb, inbonoBrof hiiOf 
-which, no doubt, was a great comfort io 
his ghoft. I faw there, the ruins, of a very 
large ctfy, aad found a ftone-, on which Mr.

WJ— — yplainty'tli/Hogiilflied the words of 
Sigaen Polin, " We ordered this on board 
the fhip, but were f hewed others much 
more curious, by a Greek prieft, tho' a very 
ignorant fellow , that could give no tolerable 
account of any thing. On each fide the 
door of this little church ly two large 
ilones» about ten feet long each, five in 
breadth , and <threee in thiqknefs. That on 
the right is a very fine white marble, the 
fide of it beautifully carved in has- relief; it 
repreibnts. a.woman, who feems to be de^r 
figned for fome deity, fitting on a chair with 
a footftool^ and before her another woman^ 
weeping, and prefenting to her a young 
child that f he has in her arms , followed 
by a proceiiion of women with children in 
the iame manner. This is certainly part 
of a very ancient tomb; but I dare not 
pretend to give the true es^planation of it 
On the ftone, on the left fide, is a very 
fair infcription; but the Greek is too ancient 
for Mr, W— — y*s interpretation, I am very 
forry not to have the original in my pof- 
feflion , which migiht have been purchafed 
of the poor inhabitants for a fmall fum of 
money. But our captain affured us, that, 
W'ithout h^hfing machines made on purpofe,

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'twas smpoiEble to benrtit.to the fea-fije, 
and, when it was .there, his long-boat 
would not be large enough, to hold it. 

> The ruins of this great city are now 
inhabited by poor Greek peafhnts, who wear 
the Sciote habit, the women being in fhort 
petBcoats', faftened by. ftraps round their 
fhoulders, and large fmock fleeves of white 
linen , with neat f hoes and ftockings , and 
on their heads a large piece of muflin, ^vhich 
fells in large folds on their fhoulders. — 
One of my countrymen, Mr. Sands, (whofe 
bpok I doubt not yoi^have read, as one of 
the beft of its kind) fpeaking of thefe rains, 
fappofes them to have been the fbandation 
of a city begun by Conftantine , before . his 
building Byzantium; but I fee no good 
reafon for that imagination , and am apt to 
believe them much more ancient ^ 

We iaw very plainly from tbia promoo- 
tory, the, river Siciois roUitiJI from mount 
Ida, and ruxming through a very fpacioos 
valley. It is now a coniiderable river ^ and 
is called Simores; it is joined in the vale 
by the Scamander , which appeared a fmaU 
fiream half choked with mud,, but is perhaps 
large in the winter.

However, ttheve is feme fleafiire. in, feeing 
the v^ey . whefre I imagined ^e famous 
duel of Meneiaus and Baris luidbeeaEi: fought^ 
and where the greateft city in the world 
was fiittated. 'Tis cerfcainly the nobleft 
fituadon that can be found for the head of 
a great, empire , much to be preferred to 
that of Conftandnople , the harbour here 
being always convenient for f hips from all 
parts of .the world, andtbat ofGonftandnople 
inacceiTibie almoft fix months in the year,- 
vrbUe the north- wind reigns.

tieat this place , afe the ruins of one ded** 
icated ^ to Augudus ; and I kno^sr not why 
iVlr.

9,te many tombs of fine marble^ and vaft

pieces of granate, which are daily ieffiened 
by the prodigious balls thkt the Turks make 
from them, for their cannon* We paffed 
that evening the ifle of Tenedos, once under 
the patronage of Apollo , as he gave it in, 
himfelf, in the partioolars of his eftate, 
when he courted Daphne. It is but ten 
miles in circuit, but, in thofe days , very 
rich and well peopled, ffill famous for its 
excellent wine. I fay nothing of Tenes, 
from whom it was. called; but naming Mity- 
lene , where we paffed g^t , I cannot 
forbear mentioning L^f bos , where Sappho 
fung, and Pittacus reigned, famous for the 
btfth of Alcaeus, Theophraftus and Arion, 
thofe mafters in poetry, philofophy, and 
mufick. This was one of the laft if lands 
that remained in the Chriflian dominion after 
the conqueft of Conftaatinople by the Turks. 
Bat need I talk, to you of Cittucufeno, &c. 
princes tha^bu are as well acquainted with 
as I am? 'Twas with regret I faw us fail 
from this if land into the Egean fea , now 
the Archipelago, leaving Scib (the ancient 
TCbios) on the left, which is the richeft and 
moft populous of thefe if lands, fruitful in 
cotton, com and filk> planted with groves of 
orange and lemon trees, and the Arvifian 
, mountain, 
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«thbt»ik»n, M celebrated fof th$f neftar tb^t 
Vir^l mentions. Here is the bed man- 
uftaure of. fllks in Ml Turkey; The town 
is wdU built i the /wiofloen fiunqus for their 
beauty, and fhew th6ir fdces as in Chriflei^ 
dom. There are many rich families ; though 
they confine their tnagnificence. to the infide ^

r CAME in two days. from Genoa, througli 
'- fine roads, tp tUs f hH:!e* I have already « 
feen what is fhew^ to ftrangers in die 
towo» which, indeed,,: is ttot worth a very 
particular defcriptlon; and I have not refpeft 
enough for the holy handkerchief, to fpeak 
long of it The churches arehs|ndfome, and 
fo is* the king's palace; but I have lately 
feen fuch perfeduon of architefture, I did 
not gW^ much of my attention to thefe 
pieces* The town itfelf is fairly built# 
iitoated in a fine plain oA^ the banks of th« 
Po. At a little diftspce from it, we faw 
V01-. in. T thf 
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the palaces of La Veiierie,t and Lit Vakntir^ 
both very agreeable retreats. We were 
lodged in the Piazza Royale, which is cme 
of the nobleft fquarea I ever few, widi t( 
fine portico of iviiite : fioiie quite round it.

Yet I was not half 
fo* mnch afraid of breaking my neck^ as I 
was of falling iick ;' and ' the * event has 
Chewed,, that I placed my fears right. 

The other mountains are now all palT- 
lible for a chaife, and very fruitful in vines 
and paftures. Amongft them is a breed of 
the fineft goats in the world. Acquebeilet 
is the laft, tod foon after we entered Pont 
Beauvoifin , the frontier town of France, 
whofe bridge p»rts this kingdom, and the 
dominions of Savoy. The fame night we 
arrived late at this town , where I have had 
nothhag to do, but to .take care of my 
heakh. I think myfelf already out of any 
danger; mxd am determinedr that the fore 
throat, which flill remaios, fhall not confme 
woe longi I am impatient to fee the icuriof- 
ities of this fiunous djty , and more impatient 
to ^tendfiiit my jporaey to P9ris , from 
T 3 whenpc. 
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Vi^hencc I hope to write you a more divert- 
ing letter than 'tis poffible for me to do* 
now, with a mind weakened by ficknefs, a 
head muddled with fpleen , fiom a forty hin, 
and a chamber crammed with mortifying 
obje^ of apothecaries vials and botdes. —

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of tbe Italian buildings^ I thoaght Ae'V' 
regularity of it fhocking. 

The king^s cabinet of antiques and med- 
als » is , indeed , very richly fumifhed. 
Amongft diat collefkian , none pleafed fo 
well^ as the apotheofis of Germanicos, on 
a large agate, yrbich is one^f the moft del- 
icate pieces of the kind that I remember to 
have feen. I obferved ibme ancient ftataes 
of great value. But tbe naufeous flattery, 
apd tawdry pencil of Le Brun , are equally 
difgufting in the gallery. I will not pretend 
to Scribe to you the great apartment, the 
vaft variety of fountains, tbe theatre, the 
grove of Aefop's fables, &c. all which- you 
m^ read very amply particularized in fomc 
of the French authors, that have been paid 
for thefe defcriptions.

I MUST not forget to tell yon , AiRt be« 
forc^ I camf to this monaftery, I went to fee 
the burning mountains near Firenzuola, of

ofity. The flame it fends fprtb is without 
Ixnoke , and /efembles brandy fet on fire. 
The ground about it is well cultivated, and 
tjhe fire appears only in one fpot where there 
is a cavity y \irhb(e circuiiiference is finalli 
but in it are feveral crevices, whole depths 
are unknown. It is remarkable, that when 
a piece of wood is thrown into this cavity, 
though it cannot pafi through the crevices, 
yet it ia confumed in a moment; md that 
though the ground about it be perfeftly 
cold, yet if a fiick be rubbed with any 
force ag^ft it, it emits a flame, which, 
however , is neither hot nor durable like 
that of the volcano. If you defire n more 
circumftantial account of this phenomenon, 
and have made a fufficlent progrieilt in Ital-

It lies in a fertUe and finifing 
valley watered by the Amo, which runi 
through the city; add nothing can furpaft 
the beauty and magnificence of its public 
buildings, particularly the. cathedral, whofe 
grandeur filled me with aftonifhnnent. Thte 
palaees, fquares, fountains, fisitues, bridgiis, 
do not only carry an a:fp^ foil of elegance 
and greatnefe , bi!lt cUfcover a tafle qtfite 
different in kind , from ijiit which reigna 
in the poMlc tMtts tii otheir to^trietf*

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The more I fee of Italy, the more I tm 
perfuaded that the Italians have a ftyle (if 
I may ufe that expreffion) in every thing, 
WWcb diftinguifhes them almoft elTentially 
frpio all other Europeans^ Where they 
Ijave got it, ^-^-^ whether froni natural 
genius or ancient imitation and inheritance, 
I fhatl not examine; but the faft is certain,. 
I have been bat one day in the gallery, 
iHat amazing repofitpry of the moft prec* 
ioqs remains of. antiquity, and which alone 
is fufficient to immortaii^e the iUufirioos 
houfe of.Medici$, by whom it was boiit, 
and enriched us \(re.Bow fee it. I was Co 
impatient to fi^e the famous Venus of Medi- 
cis, that I went baftily through fix apart* 
meots, in order to get ^ fight of this divine 
figure, pnrpofing, when I had fatisfied this 
Vdent curiofity, to return md view the reft 
at my leifurct As I, indeed, paflfed through 
the great, room which contains the ancient 
ftatues, I was ftopped fhort at viewing 
the.Antinous, which they have placed near 
that of Adrian , to. revive tlie remembrance 
of their prepofterous loves ; which I fuppofe, 
the Florentines rather look upon as an ob- 
jeft pf envy, than of horror and difguft, 
a'bia ftrt^ie, Uk? ^t pf the Venvw 4e Me- 

dicis» 
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£cis I fpuins ' defciiptioa : (oqh figqres my 
eyes sever beheld. -^, lean now under* 
ftaod that Ovid*s comparing a fine woman 
to a ftatue, which I formerly .thought a 
very 4ffobUging iimilitade , • yas th^.niceit 
and higheft piece of flattery. The Antinoujt 
is^ entirely paked, all its parts *arq biggei: 
than nature; but the whole, taken together, 
and the fine attitude of the figure, carry 
fuch an exprefiion of eafe, elegance and grace, 
as no words can defcribe. When I faw 
the Vemos I was rapt in wonder, — and I 
could , not help cafting a thought back upon 
Antiupus. They ought to be placed to- 
gether?; they are worthy of each other. — If 
marble coidd fee and feel, the feparation 
might be prudent-, — ^ if it could only fee^ 
it woudd certsunly lofe its coldnefs, and learn 
to feel,.andf in fuch a cafe, the charms of 
thefe two %ures would produce an eScSc 
quite oppofite to that of the Gorgon*s head, 
which ^rned flefh into ftone. Did I pre-

think that I am at -a puppet-fbew, amidft 
the rcprefentations of real life, I ftare pro- 
^igioufly, but no body remarks it, for eve* 
ly body ftares here; flaring is a-la-mode — 
there is a ftare of attention and interet, a 
ftare ofvCuri9fity, a ftare of expeftation, a 
ftare of furprifej and it will greatly amufe 
you to fee what trifling ojgefts excite all 
.this tfaring. This flaring would have rather 
a folemn kind of air, were it not allev- 
iated by grinning; for at the end of a ftare, 
there comes always a grin; and very com* 
monly, the entrance of a gentleman or lady 
into a room, is accompanied with a grin, 
which is defigned to exprefe coniplaeence 
and fecial pleafure, but .really fk^ews nothing 
more than a certain contortion of mnfcles^ 
that muft make a ftranger laugh really, as 
they laugh iartificially. The French grin is 
equally remote from the cheerful ferepity 
of a fmile, and the cordial mirth of an hon- 
eft Englifh horfe-laugh. I fhall nqt per- 
haps fliay here long enough to form a juft 
Idea of French manners and charaftera^^ 
though tbis I believe would require but little 

ftudy. 
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ftudy, a$ diere are no great di^pQi in either* 
Tt appears on a fuperficiiil view^ to be a 
frivolous , refflefe , and a^eable people. 
Trtic abbot is my guide, and I could not 
eaiily light upon a better; he telk me, that 
here the Vomen form the chara6fcer of ibe 
men; and I am convinced in the perfaafioa 
-^of this, by every company into which I 
enter. There feems here to be no interme- 
diate ftate between in&ncy and manhood; 
(or as foon as the boy has quit his leading- 
ftrings, he is fet agog in the world; the la- 
^es are his tutors, they make the firft im» 
preffions, which generally remain, and they 
render the men ndiculous, by the inutatioti 
of their humours and graces ; fo that dignity 
in manners, is a rare thing here before Ae 
il^e offixty. Does not king David fay (bme- 
where, that Man Valketh in a vaiq 
fhew? I think he does; and I am fure this 
is peculiarly true of the Frencbnum — but 
he walks merrily, and feems to enjoy the 
vifion; and may he not therefore be efteem* 
ed more happy than many of our fc^Iid think- 
ers , whofe brows ^re furrowed by deep 
refleftion, and whole wifdom is- lb often 
clothed with a mirty mantle of fpleen and 
vapouri?

Wha.t delights me moft here, if a vievf 
of the magnificence » often accompanied with 
tafte, that reigns in the king's palaces an^ 
gardens ; for tho' 1 don't admire much the 
architedture, in which there is great irregu- 
larity and want of proportion, yet the flat- 
ues, paintings, and other decorations, af- 
ford me high entertainment. One of the 
pieces of 'antiquity that flruck me moft in 
the gardens oF Verfailles, was, the famous 
Coloffean ftatue of Jupiter, the workman* 
fliip of Myron, which Mark Anthony car- 
ried away from Samos, and Augiiftus orderdd 
to be pJaced in the capitol. Jt; i^ of Parian 
marble; atyl though it has fufferjpd in the 
rain of 'time, it ftill preferves ilrij^in^ Hnei 
of majefty.
